President McKinley has extended the jurisdiction of 
Military Governor Wood, so that it now embraces the 
whole Province of Santiago de Cuba, and has appointed 
Lieut. Col. A. A. Wiley, 5th Immunes, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, with the duties of reorganizing the civil courts 
and the administration of all civil affairs in Hastern 
Cuba. 


Lieut. W. H. H. Southerland, commanding the yacht 
Bagle, now at Hampton Roads, will be detached from 
her on Oct. 6 and assigned to the Navy Department in 
charge of the naval militia system. The Hagle will be 
one of the yachts retained in service, as she is in first- 
class condition and suitable for a dispatch boat. Lieut. 
Southerland’s successor will be announced shortly.

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Lieut. Harry A. Baton, 8th U. S. Inf., arrived at Rio 
Piedras, Porto Rico, Sept. 15, aboard the Yucatan, with 
thirty-six recruits, fully armed and equipped. We be- 
lieve they can claim the honor of being the first body 
of armed American soldiers to march through San Juan. 
At their camp is Co. F, 8th Infantry, and Troop H, 6th 
Oavalry, in a beautiful location about ten miles from 
San Juan. 


Correspondents in Porto Rico inform us that from the 
beginning of July until the last daye of August no letters 
or newspapers reached them from the United States, 
and that at the date of writing, Sept. 9, mails were still 
very irregular, especially the newspaper mail. The let- 
ter containing this statement dated “Mayaguez, Porto 
Rico, Sept. 9,” was received in New York Sept. 24. 








About 150 officers have signed the rolls as members 
of the Society of the Army of Santiago. All officers and 
men who participated in the Cuban campaign prior to 
the surrender (July 17) are eligible to membership. There 
is no initiation fee, and the annual dues are fixed for 
the present at 50 cents. Applications for membership 
should be sent to Major A. C. Sharpe, Asst. Adjt. Gen., 
secretary and treasurer, care War Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

An interesting problem of rank is now pending before 
the Navy Department. Capt. C. J. MacConnell, the fleet 
engineer of Admiral Sampson, was promoted to the 
relative rank of Captain for services at Santiago, mak- 
ing twelve officers of that grade of Chief Engineers, 
while there is authority for but eleven. Chief Engineer 
Adamson having retired, the number is again reduced to 
eleven, and it is a question now whether Chief Engineer 
William H. Harris, who has the relative rank of com- 
mander, will be promoted to the next higher grade.

A letter tells of the brave conduct of BD. EB. Kelly, Sig- 
nal Corps, during the engagements before the Philippine 
capital. In the heat of the conflict he carried a wire a 
mile and a half right into the Spanish intrenchments 
while the bullets fell around him like hail. Two comrades 
fell alongisde of him, one fatally wounded. For his brav- 
ery he was made 1st Sergeant. Major General Merritt 
has sent his name to President McKinley for “gallant 
and meritorious conduct during the capture of Manila.” 


W. L. Coleman, M. D., Houston, Tex., published 
a little volume entitled “A History of Yellow Fever; In- 
disputable Facts Pertaining to Its Origin and Cause.” 
It is a resume of facts collected by the Doctor during 
forty years of active practice in the South, in which time 
he passed through several epidemics of the disease. Dr. 
Joleman was sent to Santiago as an expert in the em- 
ploy of the Government fighting yellow fever. He be- 
lieves in the possibility of the complete extinction of the 
dread disease. 
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The Board to investigate sites for proposed coaling eta- 
tions along the Atlantic seaboard, of which Admiral 
Belknap, retired, is president, recommends that the coal- 
ing facilities at all the large naval stations be increased 
by building larger sheds and adding necessary machin- 
ery. The coaling facilities, which were sufficient on a 
peace basis, were lamentably weak for war operations. 
No appropriation exists for this purpose, and the Board 
was appointed with the view of making the necessary 
recommendation to Congress.

Surgeon General Sternberg, who accompanied Secre-

The annexation of Cuba will probably become a cer- 
tainty when it is generally known that to the various 
high orders which Americans have granted themselves 
will be added the real titles of the Gentlemen of the 
Grand Royal Cross, the Royal American Order of Isa- 
bella the Catholic, the Caballeros de Real, which sounds 
better in Spanish than English, and the Noble Dames of 
Maria Louisa. We shall then have for brethren the 
Marquises of the Royal Proclamation, of the Royal Suc- 
cor, of Clear Waters, of the House of Fidelity and of 
the Royal Treasury, to say nothing of the Counts, the 
“dignitaries” and the “titled of Castile.” 

The industrious Prof. Totten, who, like “the little busy 
bee,” improves each shining hour, knowing that he is 
constantly under the shadow of a coming eclipse, pub- 
lishes another volume of “Our Race” series. It is enti- 
tled “Bethel, the Stone Kingdom of Isaac’s Sons. Dan- 
iel’s Fifth Empire. A Great Mountain Filling the Whole 
Earth with Its Fruit. Its Complete and Comparative 
History Graphically Set Forth Upon a Chart.” It is an 
excellent piece of work of its kind, and for those who 
like this sort of thing it is just the sort of thing they 
would like. We never see one of Totten’s books without 
thinking what an excellent artillery officer was spoiled 
to provide a very poor prophet. 








Major General Merriam has reported to the War De- 
partment that he has investigated complaints of the 1st 
New York Regt. of insufficiency of food while at Hono- 
lulu, Sept. 11, and says: “My inspection of kitchens 
failed to discover waste or bad management. All officers 
seemed to be strongly interested to discover and correct 
faults. Fresh beef was found to be below standard, as 
is usual in hot climates. I advised issue of a larger pro- 
portion of beef instead of salt pork. It is notable that 
the engineer battalion, Regular and Volunteer depart- 
ment, similarly situated to the New York regiment, were 
entirely free from complaint. Health and sanitary con- 
dition of all troops at Honolulu, very good.” 


“Notes on Organization and Equipment,” by Lieut. 
Col. H. M. E. Brunker, P. S. C. (Hon.) late A. 
A. G., Lahore District, India, has just been published by

If the recommendations of the Auxiliary Board of 
which Commo. Higginson is president, are approved, few 
of the vessels purchased for the war will be retained jp 
the service. The Board finds that nearly all of the aux. 
iliary ships are in fair condition, but some require ex- 
tensive overhauling. All are !acking in some of the 
features of construction that are regarded as absolute. 
ly essential in an effective vessel, the most common de- 
fects being a lack of properly proportioned watertight 
bulkheads, and the impossibility of protecting the ex. 
posed machinery. Secretary Long will probably act 
on the Board’s report within a week or so and all 
ships that are not to be retained will be sold to the high- 
est bidder. a 


During the late review of the 10th U. 8S. Infantry in 
camp near Huntsville, Ala., the small number of men in 
its command following the battle flag, mutilated by shot 
and shells of the battles of San Juan and El Caney, ex- 
cited the deep sympathy of the crowd and a simultane. 
ous cheer was given in honor of the survivors of that 
terrific fighting. The regiment was commanded in the 
review by Lieut. Col. Smith, accompanied by the only 
commissioned officers fit for duty—Capts. Stretch and 
Van Vliet, Lieuts. Buckhart and Simpson, and Surgs. 
Ames and Bishop. The remaining companies were com- 
manded by their ‘non-commissioned officers only. The 
10th is a sample of the enfeebled condition of all the 
Regular Infantry that went through the Santiago cam- 
paign.

The Secretary of War has now under consideration th» 
matter of selecting winter camps for the troops which 
will be retained on duty. Many suggestions have been 
offered by Army officers, but as yet no definite policy 
has been determined upon. It is known, however, that 
General Alger is in favor of the plan of establishing 
small camps throughout the Southern States, so situ 
ated that the troops can, if necessary, be easily ani 
rapidly mobilized. The plan advocated by a few of- 
ficers, and which has been considered to some extent, for 
establishing large numbers of the men in the principal 
cities is not received with much favor by the Secretary 
and the Adjutant General. The suggestion has been 
made that mountain resorts be utilized, but the selec. 
tion of such places is not contemplated. 

A redistribution of the contracts for destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats has been made. None of the boats go to the 
Herreshoffe, and three originally awarded to the Bath 
Company may be withdrawn and distributed among 
other firms unless it agrees to undertake the construc 
tion of the boats in accordance with requirements made 
by the Navy Department. The final awards are: Tor- 
pedo Boatse—Trigg, Richmond, 3; Lawley, Boston, 2;

It has not been the fashion to give the Chinese much 
credit for their work at the battle of Yalu Bay, but we 
should remember that three of the Japanese veseels, one 
coast defence, one protected cruiser, and one small gu0- 
boat, had to go to Japan immediately for repairs, and 
that the other ships needed considerable mending. When 
we compare these results with the effects of Spanish fire 
on our ships, we are obliged to accord the Chinese 
more honorable place as sea fighters. Of course the se 
cret of their partial success is the length of the battle, 
which took about twice the time Admiral Dewey spent 
in his affair off Cavite. The ranges were essentially the 
same as these and at Santiago and the difference must 
be in the rapidity and effectiveness of the fire, the 
Americane being superior in these respects to the Japar- 
ese. 








Major W. Auman, 13th U. 8. Inf., in a letter to the 
editor of the Buffalo “Times,” dated San Juan, Cubs, 
July .15, 1898, concerning some accounts of the battle 
which appeared in various daily papers, says: ‘The 
Tist New York are reported as having charged throug 
the Spanish lines. As that regiment was in the second 
line and in our rear during the battle, and did not ge 
on the heights of San Juan until some time after it had 
been captured, we here cannot understand how it could 
have made the reported charge. The Rough Riders art 
credited with having captured San Juan heights. This 
is not correct. The 6th and 16th attacked it on the right, 
the 13th immediately in front and the 24th on our left: 
The Rough Riders are in Wheeler’s division, which w#* 
on the right of Kent’s, and, while they fought splendidly 
and captured the works in their front, they did not take 
San Juan.” : ; antl 
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The royal Spanish ensign that was hauled down from 
the Governor’s palace in Manila after the surrender of 
the city wae received at the Navy Department from Ad- 
miral Dewey Sept. 28. The Admiral also sent-a small 
Spanish flag, taken from the captured gunboat Cebu. 
The flag from the Governor’s palace was large enough 
nearly to cover the floor of the spacious room occupied 
by Capt. Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, to whom the trophy was officially delivered. It is 
of a superior quality of bunting, with the Spanish arms 
on oilcloth in the center. Sewed to the flag was a piece 
of cloth bearing this inscription: “Official flag of Ma- 
nila, hauled down Aug. 13, 1898, at 5:40 p. m., by Flag 
Lieut. Brumby end Signal Boys Stanton and Ferguson 
from the flagship Olympia, after the surrender of the 
city to the combined military and naval forces of the 
United States.” 


It cannot be denied that the history of the 1st Volun- 
eer Cavalry is a remarkable example of what can be 
done by men who know what they want to do, know 
where to go for their material and understand what 
their duty will lead them into. This was Gen. Wood’s 
position, and though Col. Roosevelt had no Army ex- 
perience, he understood the character of the duty to be 
done, and the men he intended to enlist. In a speech at 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., he said: “Our regiment was raised, 
armed, equipped, mounted, dismounted, landed in Cuba 
and put through the victorious fights, all in fifty days. 
We lost one-quarter of our men through bullets, one- 
quarter through disease, and still had the other half 
absolutely ready for any call that might be made upon 
them.” This really relates to about half the regiment, 
as will be seen from the strength given it in our ac- 
count of the Santiago forces. The other half never saw 
Cuba. 








The death of the second Count Walewski recalls one 
of the few social scandals of Napoleon Bonaparte which 
had serious consequences. He was the grandson of the 
Polish Countess, whose consent was won by her expec- 
tations that the great Emperor would restore the political 
fortunes of her country. Her child was the first known 
offspring of Napoleon, and his birth indicated that the 
childless condition of the Emperor might be changed by 
his marriage with another than Josephine. This liaison 
undoubtedly led to the famous divorce. The boy be- 
came the foreign minister of Napoleon IIL., and the 
Count who has just died was the son of the great actress 
Rachel and acknowledged by his father, who gave him 
both fortune and title. The late Count was in the French 
diplomatic service at Turin. The union of the Napo- 
leonic and the Rachel genius ought to have produced 
something unusual, but he was not known on this side of 
the water. 


The nomination of Col. Theodore Roosevelt, by a vote 
of 753 to 218 is an indication of the strong impression 
he has made upon the people. In such cases it is usual 
to hear much of party whips and bosses, but there is no 
doubt that the brave and capable officer is welcomed 
enthusiastically to the leadership of the Republicans in 
New York, or that he will make a strong, independent 
and able Governor. If he is elected we shall have in 
the Governor’s chair, for the first time in three terms, 
a Republican who appreciates the importance of military 
preparation. Governor Morton and his successor, the 
present Governor, seemed possessed by the idea that it 
is not of the slightest consequence how the National 
Guard of the State are governed, and that the chief, if 
not the only, qualification for a general officer is to ap- 
pear in a handsome uniform on occasions of parade. 
They have made even Republicans sigh for the days of 
General Josiah Porter. 








Capt. G. 8. Bingham, A. Q. M. U. 8. A., having been 
assigned to permanent charge of the important Q. M. 
Depot at Schuylkill Arsenal, Philadelphia, in succession 
to Colonel Hathaway, the “Press,” of that city, says: 
“As the right-hand man of Quartermaster Hathaway 
and his representative during the Quartermaster’s ab- 
sence, a good portion of the work at the arsenal has al- 
ready fallen upon the Captain’s shoulders and he brings 
to his new position the advantages of long experience 
and familiarity with the enormous burdens which the 
Schuylkill Arsenal as the greatest supply depot in the 
country imposes on its head. Captain Bingham’s apti- 
tude and skill in this important branch of military serv- 
ice comes to him by inheritance, as it were. His father, 
General G. D. Bingham, retired, spent a large part of his 
over forty-five years’ service in the Army in that branch 
of the service, in which he attained one of the highest 
grades, and developed great abilities.”

The often-disturbed remains of Columbus are to make 
ohne more move. He was buried at Valladolid, Spain, 
but his remains were transferred soon after to Seville; 
then in 1536, thirty years after his death, they were sent 
to Santo Domingo. When that island was abandoned 
to the French they were taken in 1796 to Havana, and 
how these sacred relics are so precious to Spain that 
they are to go back once more to the country he honored 
8% highly. They have been exhumed after identification 
of the records by Captain General Blanco and other high 
officers and, with the monument that covered them, will 
be sent to Spain. The pedestal is left, and perhaps it 
will be a question some day whether it will be 
occupied by a etatue of President McKinley or 
Maximo Gomez! Probably we cannot object to the re- 
moval of the Columbus monument, but our commission 
ought to insist that the statue of Queen Isabella in a 
hoopskirt must go with it. 
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A statement made by the Commissioner of Pensions 
shows that interest in the Navy pension fund during the 
last three years has been less than 10 per cent. of the 
actual payments. The interest has been for 1895, $339,- 
535; 1896, $340,685; 1897, $340,275; 1898, $841,275. The 
amounts paid during those years for Navy pensions 
were: In 1895, $3,655,485; 1896, $3,588,528; 1897, $3,- 
635,802; 1898; $3,725,932. In the Naval Appropriation 
Act of 1870 it was provided that the present and all fu- 
ture appropriations for the support of the Naval Asy- 
lum at Philadelphia, Pa., should be charged to and paid 
from the income of the naval pension fund. This fund 
is also charged with the payment of the half-pay allow- 
ance made to disabled seamen or marines for twenty 
years’ service, and the allowance made by the Secretary 
of the Navy to disabled persons who have served in the 
Navy or Marine Corps for a period of ten years. These 
allowances are separate from and in addition to any 
pension to which these persons are entitled under exist- 
ing laws. 





The newspapers report various sayings of Gen. Shaf- 
ter while in Michigan attending the reunion of the 19th 
Michigan Volunteers, of which he was Lieutenant 
Colonel in 1863.. “It was the Regulars that did the 
fighting there. As to the 33d and 34th Michigan, or any 
Volunteers, I never intended they should take an im- 
portant part in the battle. I ordered Gen. Duffield to 
take the 33d up the railroad to Aguadores Bridge ami 
draw the Spauish fire. I did not want this detachment 
of Spaniards to return to Santiago and reinforce the ene- 
my there. Duflield returned to his camp in the after- 
noon without dislodging the Spaniards, but he kept them 
from reinforcing Santiago, and that was all I expected.

The Navy Department has not yet seen the end of the 
complication resulting from the refusal of the Equipment 
Bureau to accept a heavy consignment of coal landed 
at St. Thomas during the war. United States Consul 
Van Horne is said to have pledged the Government to 
take the coal from a local merchant, and as his draft had 
been allowed to go to protest the naval pay officers on 
United States ships in the West Indies are feeling the 
effects in the refusal by native merchants to accept their 
drafts, causing them much embarrassment. It is re- 
ported to the department that at St. Thomas the mer- 
chants seem leagued together to extort double prices for 
all goods and supplies furnished to the United States 
warships, and the department is about to meet: this con- 
duct by keeping our ships strictly away from the unhos- 
pitable port. It is a situation in which the Government 
has decidedly the whip hand, but the best way to settle 
the difficulty is to pass Congressman Fox’s bill authoriz- 
ing the Government to negotiate for the purchase of the 
Danish Islands,

itor at the Grand on Wednesday. oods has the 
distinction of maintaining the only fieid hospital in op- 
eration at the front of Santiago during the battles of Ll 
Caney and San Juan, it being the field hospital of Kent’s 
ist Division, 5th Corps, and was located near corps 
headquarters, where ail the wounded received care be- 
fore being sent to Siboney for transportation North. It 
is a peculiar fact that Maj. Woods, while at Tampa, had 
one of the best equipped hospitals in the corps, but ae he 
was informed that his hospital outfit would more than 
likely be held in reserve in Cuba, his equipments were 
greatly reduced and the efficiency of his hospital cur- 
tailed, yet, singular to state, Maj. Woode’s tield hos- 
pital, handicapped as it was, became the only field hos- 
pital available near the lines of battle. Maj. Woods has 
since July 9, when through with the sick and wounded, 
turned his attention to the care of hundreds of fever pa- 
tients, and most successfully. Gen. Kent mentions Maj. 
Woods for Volunteer promotion and brevets.

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THB BATTLE OF BL CANBY. 
AS DESCRIBED BY PARTICIPANTS IN THE FIGHT. 


Dame Fortune, while affording me the privilege of see- 
ing the battles of San Juan, thereby forbade my also 
seeing more of the assault upon El Caney than could be 
witnessed from El Pozo Hill, early in the attack, and 
from several points on the San Juan Hill before and 
after about 3:30 p. m., of July 1, 1898. Still, with the 
exception of being able to distinguish the several regi- 
ments engaged, I was able to take in considerable of the 
battle, and now give what has been learned by me from 
the officers and enlisted men present, and from my sub- 
sequent visit to the battlefield, which was gratifying, in- 
asmuch as I found that my vision on the afternoon of 
July 1 was not at fault. 

Early morning, July 1, the 7th, 12th and 17th Infan- 
try (General Chaffee’s 3d Brigade, 2d Division) broke 
camp and marched around the hills until reaching the 
Bl Caney and Santiago road, when the 7th Infantry, 
Lieut. Col. G. 8S. Carpenter, commanding, took position 
to assault the intrenchments and town on the west side, 

On reaching the “Gate” in the road the regiment was 
deployed. The lst Battalion, Maj. A. W. Corliss, com- 
manding; Cos. A, Capt. D. A. Frederick; B, Capt. Geo. 
W. Mclver; D, Capt. F. M. H. Kendrick; F, Capt. Chas. 
A. Booth, and I, Capt. D. L. Howell, commanding, 
moved slightly te the south in advancing upon the town, 
while the 2d Battalion, Maj. Charles A. Coolidge, com- 
manding; Cos. C, Capt. John T. Van Orsdale; G, Capt. 
Jas. B. Jackson; H, Capt. George S. Young, and B, 
Capt. Charles A. Worden, bore to the north and took 
position on the first hill immediately west of the Guama 
creek, Capt. Young, with his company (H), moved di- 
rectly west. This deployment was made on the warning 
of the first shot by the enemy at about 7 a. m., from a 
blockhouse to the north and near the head of the col- 
umn (lst Battalion, 7th Infantry). The deployment 
made, Capt. Van Orsdale, with his company was sent to 
take the blockhouse. He made a vigorous assault upon 
it, but his efforts were futile, and after a few minutes’ 
unnecessary exposure to the enemy’s sheltered fire, Gen. 
Chaffee sent Capt. Van Orsdale to rejoin his battalion. 

The fire had now become lively from all directions 
about El Caney, and Capt. Jackson ‘was wounded in 
cheek and nose, and forced to relinquish the command 
of Co. G to 2d Lieut. Wm. Wallace. The two battal- 
ions, with Capt. Young’s Co. H, detached in the center 
of the advance across the creek met with a heavy, en- 
filading fire. Maj. Coolidge’s battalion was halted on the 
south slope of the hill fronting the blockhouse, just at- 
tacked by Capt. Van Orsdale, of his battalion. Maj. 
Corliss’s battalion pressed through up the slope at the 
foot of the hill, where the 2d Battalion had taken posi- 
tion, as it afforded eome wooded shelter. 

Capt. Howell with his company, being in front, took 
possession of the sunken road (north and south, in front 
of El Caney), and in the face of a galling fire from the 
stone fort (north), cut the barbed wire entanglements 
and .went out to the open bluff where he also received 
the fire from the (assaulted) blockhouse and the five oth- 
ere surrounding the town. He held his position until 
joined by the remainder of the 1st Battalion and Capt. 
Young’s company of the 2d Battalion.. Maj. Coolidge 
meanwhile (until 11 a. m.) held his position by directing 
his fire on the stone fort. 

After some three hours’ assaulting, by individual and 
volley firings upon the stone fort and the blockhouses, 
Maj. Corliss was ordered to withdraw his command 
from the crest of the bluff to and behind the sunken 
road. 

Gen. Chaffee directed Maj. Coolidge to move his com- 
mand down the hill, on which it had sustained a heavy 
fire for several hours, and rejoin the regiment in the 
pineapple field immediately east of sunken road. Here 
the 7th Infantry enjoyed a brief rest. 

When the 7th Infantry moved west towards El Caney 
(at daylight), the 12th Infantry moved directly through 
the foothills toward the stone fort; and the 17th Infan- 
try was held in reserve for the time being. 

The 12th, under command of Lieut. Col. R. Comba, 
with Maj. H. H. Humphreys, commanding the 1st Bat- 
talion, consisting of Capt. P. G. Wood, Co. A; Ist 
Lieut. W. G. Elliot, Co. B; Capt. M. F’. Waltz, Co. C, 
and Ist Lieut. F. 8S. Wild, Co. D. 

Capt. Harry L. Haskell commanded the 2d Battalion, 
Capt. R. K. Evans, Co. B; Capt. W. O. Clark, Co. F; 
let Lieut. D. J. Baker, Jr., Co. G, and 1st Lieut. Willie 
Uline, ccmmanding, Capt. Haskell’s Co. H, moved 
steadily from position to position to better attack ite 
prey—the stone fort—until Cos. A and D took position 
1,000 yards northeast from the fort and covered the ad- 
vance of the other companies. 

Fire was opened by the enemy about 6:30 a. m., Lieut. 
Elliot with Co. B having then gained a position within 
700 yards of the stone fort. The deployment of the 
regiment was then completed. The firing became gen- 
eral; the firing line of the 12th Infantry, occupying good 
position by ite effective volley and individual firings, 
kept down the enemy’s fire and picked off men whenever 

{ exposed to view. 
Later, about 10 a. m., Capt. Haskell, with Cos. F and 
} H, of his battalion in the firing line, and Co. G, in sup- 
port,.reached a very advanced position close to the town 
and about 300 yarde east of the stone fort, Co. F being 
in advance with Co. H slightly to the left and rear, and 
Co. G supporting to the right and rear of both compa- 
nies. Here they got the full force of the enemy’s fire 
from several points, and though sustaining severe losses, 
never faltered. 

It was there that the gallant 2d Lieut. Clarke Church- 
man received his fatal wound, while directing the fire of 
his platoon of Co. H. 


While companies of the 12th were cautiously and eure- 
ly closing in on the east of the stone fort, the 7th Infan- 
try was moving steadily up the slope of the hill until 
the crest was reached, when it poured continuous vol- 
leys into the town defences. Meanwhile individuals 
sought from among the enemy those who dared raise a 
head or arm for targets. This fire was kept up until 
nearly 3 p. m. It was during this assault and at the 
moment of victory that the brave 2d Lieut. T. A. Wans- 
boro was shot through the heart. . 

Already Maj. Corliss, 2d Lieut. H. A. Lafferty, 1st 
Lieut. J. S. Grisard and Capt. Jackson had, through 
wounds, relinquished their commands. Many of the 
brave enlisted men had already and were continually of- 
fering their lives and limbs to the enemy’s etinging fire, 
yet none faltered, but all steadily moved cautiously, like 
the 12th, to their left and the 17th, now advancing into 
the thick of the leaden hail on the right of the 7th. 

During the shelling of the town and blockhouse by 
Capt. Capron’s light battery, the Ist Infantry, Lieut. 
Col. W. H. Bisbee, commanding, with Capt. Leopold O. 
Parker, commanding, lst Battalion of Cos. A, 1st Lieut. 
H. McL. Powell; B, Capt. C. B. Vogdes; C, 2d Lieut. 
D. W. Kilburn, and D, let Lieut. F. E. Lacey, Jr., 
commanding. Capt. John J. O’Connell commanded the 
2d Battalion, Cos. E, 2d Lieut. W. M. Crofton; G, 
Capt. N. P. Phister, and H, 2d Lieut. A. H. Martin, 
commanding, supported the battery and meanwhile 
scouted and moved with the battery into its more ad- 
vantageous positions. 

The 25th and 4th Infantry (brigaded with the Ist In- 
fantry, under Col. Evan Miles), were, the former com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. A. 8S. Daggett, and the 4th by 
Lieut. Col. A. H. Bainbridge. 

The battalions of the 4th were commanded, the Ist by 
Maj. 8S. Baker, consisting of Cos. E, Capt. B. D. Price; 
B, Capt. H. E. Robinson; C, Capt. L. A. Lovering, and 
G, Capt. E. H. Browne. Capt. Henry Seton command- 

2d Battalion of Cos. F, Capt. G. O. Webster; A, 
Capt. C. W. Mason; D, Capt. C. Howland, and H, Capt. 
F. B. Andrus, commanding, were during the early part 
of the day held in reserve near the fortified ““Decoureau”’ 
house, situated on the road leading from the San Juan 
River to San Miguel, and about one mile and a half 
southwest of El Caney. 

It should be observed that the “Decoureau” house was 
the outpost to protect the crossing of the San Juan 
River, from the north, at the “Masonry Bridge,” less 
than half a mile from the San Juan Hill forts, and 
that until Gen. Wheeler’s forces had possession of San 
Juan the ‘“Decoureau” fort was in fact the Spanish 
left, El] Caney being so remote as to make it virtually an 
outpost, detached fully two miles and a quarter from 
the right on San Juan Hills, and over a mile northeast of 
the “Decoureau” fort. : 

This made the position of the 4th Infantry exceedingly 
hazardous before the advance of Gen. Wheeler’s troops 
to the right on San Juan. This reserve position was 
held by the 4th until noon, when the regiment was 
formed, the 1st Battalion in the firing line and the 2d in 
reserve. Capt. Andrus’s Co. H was soon after accom- 
panied on the line by Capt. Seton, commanding the bat- 
talion, and kept up an unceasing fire at every oppor- 
tune point and consequently lessened the force of the 
enemy’s fire in other directions. 

About 12:30 in the afternoon, the 25th Infantry, com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Duggett, with the lst Battalion, 
Cos. C, 1st Lieut. J. S. Murdock; D, Capt. E. A. Ed- 
warde; H, 2d Lieut. H. L. Kinnison; G, 1st Lieut. H. L. 
McCorkle, and H, ist Lt. V. A. Caldwell, Capt. W. 8. Scott 
commanding. Capt. C. L. Hodges commanded the 2d 
Battalion, copgiating of Cos. A, let Lieut. R. L. Bush; 
B, Capt. R. H. R. Loughborough, and F, Ist Lt. H. C. 
Clark, received orders to deploy two companies on the 
firing line. Col. Daggett sent Lieuts. McCorkle and 
Caldwell with Cos. G and H, who completed the deploy- 
ment about 700 yards from the stone fort, at a point 
ecreened from the enemy by bushes. The 4th Infantry 
wae on the left, the right of the line being in the “air.” 
Col. Daggett sent Capt. Edwards’s Co. DL to deploy as 
flankers. 

The brigade then advanced under a heavy fire, the 
25th Infantry finding cover about 200 yards from the 
stone fort. ere it opened an effective fire on the fort 
and rifle pits in front of it. After sufficient time had 
elapsed for rest, and the line to become steadied, seeing 
the opportunity, Col. Daggett ordered his sequmené to 
advance, this move being made without brigade orders, 
and as the next of the brigade did not advance, it ex- 
ee his left to a severe fire from El Caney; two block- 

ouses and the enemy in the church tower poured heavy 
volleys into the advancing 25th. Col. Daggett sent 
Lieut. Murdock, with Co. to reinforce this part of his 
line, and 2d Lieut. H. L. Kinnison, with Co. E, to ite 
support, which left only three companies in the regi- 
mental reserve. The position of the “Reserve” was 
such that Gen. Miles forbade its further weakening. 

The line being reinforced continued to advance from 
cover to cover, the companies being skilfully handled by 
their commanders, under the direction of Col. Daggett 
until arriving to within 40 or 50 yarde of the stone fort. 
Here a well directed fire was coolly administered until 
the enemy’s fire from the fort and pits was silenced, 
by the white flag signal to surrender was waved from 
the fort. 

This, however, could not be responded to, owing to 
the fire from the church, village and blockhouses on 
25th Regiment’s left being so severe that neither our 
officers nor the enemy’s could cross the bullet-swept in- 
tervening space. 

Some twenty minutes after the white flag signal was 
first displayed from the fort (then about 3 p. m.), Ca- 
ees battery meantime having made an effectual 

reach in the fort on the east front, an assault wae or- 
dered. This was made on the east by the 12th Infantry, 
under the command of Col. Comba, a Harry L. Has- 
kell, with Capt. Clark and his Co. F, leading and close- 
ly followed by Cos. A, D and E. The veteran Haskell 
was the admiration of his regiment and Col. Comba as 
he led the charge up the hill. It was a brilliant assault 
in the face of the concentrated fire of the town and the 
enfilading blockhouses and rifle pits, for the enemy re- 
newed his efforts to save the stone fort from capture, 
realizing that with its fall only retreat or surrender re- 
mained for them. 

Meanwhile the remaining companies of the 12th In- 
fantry (on the east) and the 25th and 4th Infantry, on 
the won pours’ etreams of Krags into the enemy at all 

ints. he Spaniards within the fort rallied as a for- 
orn hope to resist Capt. Haskell and his band, but with- 
= even, for they were beaten down until they surren- 

ered. 

So closely was the capture of the stone fort contested 
on both the east by the 12th Infantry and by the 25th 
Infantry on the northwest, that both regiments claim 
the victory. . 

The 25th observed the white aos on the northwest 
front, but owing to the heavy enfilading fire from the oth- 








er forts and town, the officers of the 25th were unabje 
to receive the surrender until the fire was reduced. 

’ It is claimed for the 25th Infantry that the “flag was 
displayed to them some twenty minutes before the 12th 
Infantry assaulted and captured the fort on the east side 
by attacking it while completely protected from the fire 
from the town.” Also that “Pyts. Jones, Co. D, ang 
Butler, Co. A, 25th Inf., entered the fort at the same 
time and took the Spanish flag, and that each secured , 
piece of it before surrendering it at the command of ay 
officer of the 12th Infantry.” 

These statements tend to show that while the enemy 
on one side had surrendered his neighbors in the eag 
had not, and no doubt when Capt. Haskell and party 
knocked at the rear door, made by Capt. Capron’s shells, 
the whole crowd resisted their peaceable entry. They 
could not be held responsible for the non-acceptance of 
their displayed “truce” when an enemy were agsaulti 
them in the rear. A flag displayed on both fronts or op 
the roof would have settled it. 

The 7th and 17th Infantry were kept busy all during 
the day by moving in toward the stone fort and adjacent 
works; they losing heavily at every move, and when 
the “artillery had silenced the stone fort” they turned 
ay fire on the other works and town with deadly ef. 

ect. 

The 3d and 20th Infantry entered the battle at about 
1:30 (Gen. Bates commanding brigade), having beep 
sent on a forced march from corps headquarters. These 
regiments took an active part at El Caney; the 3d Ip. 
fantry, under the command of Col. J. H. Page, who in 

ood time sent Cos. A and D, of Capt. J. W. Hannay’s 

ttalion, to the parapet of the captured stone fort, 
where they sent such a well directed fire into the tow) 
that the retreat of the remnant of defenders of El Caney 
was hastened. In this fire the 3d lost three enlisted me, 
killed and two wounded. 

The 20th Infantry, Maj. W. S. McCaskey, commani. 
ing, shared the honors and horrors of the battle with 
the 3d Infantry, supporting the several reserves and 
being able to assist in silencing the enemy at the vari- 
ous points where he made stands after the fall of the 
stone fort, and especially in its position between the 4th 
and 25th Infantry, for over an hour immediately before 
the capture of the stone fort. 

After breaching the enemy’s stronghold, at 3:30 p. m, 
Capt. Capron moved his battery under the escort of the 
1st Infantry to take position against the town and rifle 
pits, as our forces were in the stone fort; but before ar- 
riving at the “Decoureau” the town was taken and with 
it the remaining defenders. 

The 1st Infantry and battery were then ordered to 

roceed via the “Decoureau” to the assistance of ‘Gen. 

ummer’s hard pressed right” on the San Juan Hills, 
They reached the “Masonry Bridge” and for some mys- 
terious cause were recalled and moved by the rear some 
several miles. 

The 22d Infantry was commanded by Maj. Wm. M. 
Van Horne, after the wounding of Lieut. Col. John H. 
Patterson, who had assumed command on the appoint- 
ment of Col. Charles A. Wikoff to the command of the 

Brigade, 1st Division. It did excellent service in 
holding the extreme left of Lawton’s division from 7:30 
a. m., till 3:30 p. m.; although in the reserve, its posi- 
tion was a most trying one, as it was in the case of all 
“reserves,” for they were continually under gailing fires 
from all points of the enemy’s works, as their chief ob 
jects were to prevent the escape of the enemy and at 
the same time drew his fire to better enable the assuult- 
ing parties to draw nearer by moves to the forts ani 
trenches. 

Lieut. Col. Dagectt had to move all the reserve con- 
panies of his (25th) regiment into the firing; and it is 
doubtlesély justly claimed that he acted with sound 
judgment, in adding one company (on his own responsi- 
bility) to the left of his brigade. His advance beyond 
the rest of the brigade, though hazardous, was justified 
by the results. 

I can add that all who actually saw the situation and 
the work of the 25th Infantry, agree with Col. Dagget! 
that his regiment took the fort. In the assault Lieut. 
McCorkle and eight enlisted men were killed, and Capi. 
Edwards and Lieuts. Kinnison and Murdock and 29 en- 
listed men wounded. 

While the 22d Infantry was held in reserve on the 
Santiago and El] Caney road it sustained a severe loss 
in the wounding of Lieut. Col. Patterson, Capt. J. J. 
Crittenden, while commanding his company (B) and 
later in command of the Ist Battalion; Capt. Theo. 
Mosher and Capt. F. B. Jones; Lieuts. G. J. Godfrey 
and W. H. Wassell and 13 enlisted men killed. The 
number wounded enlisted is not known to the writer. 

The 8th Infantry held position on the left, and the 2d 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry on the right of the 
22d Infantry. It was noticed that Chaplain E. H. Fit: 
Gerald was es in his work of caring for the 
wounded on the firing line. 

Setan the capture of the stone fort the 12th Infantry 
made 1 Spaniards prisoners. It is claimed by the 
12th Infantry that the first troops to reach the fort, al- 
ter the capture, were some of the 3d Infantry. But the 
national and regimental colors of the 12th Infantry had 
already been placed —— the works of El Caney before 
any other troops reached the enemy’s trenches at that 

ace. 

The 7th, 12th and 17th Infantry lost heavily during 
the assault. The dead were buried in a long trench in 
the plowed ground just back (south) of the sunken road 
from El] Caney to Santiago. 

About 4 p. m. the 7th, 12th and 17th Infantry, with 
the prisoners, were marched down towards Santiago to 
the aid of the troops on San Juan Hills. Cos. I, 7th, and 
H, 17th Infantry, remained at El Caney in care of the 
hospital and wounded. While on the road to Santiago 
Cos. C, A and H, 7th Infantry, were, at midnight, or 
dered back to El Caney to guard prisoners, bury the dead 
and remove the wounded to the wagon road. The rest 
of the regiment were marched with the brigade (Chaf- 
fee’s) to aid Gen. Wheeler’s troops. Another change of 
diregtion brought Maj. Coolidge’s battalion, Cos. C, E 
G, H, and A, 7th Infantry, and Co. H, 17th Infantry, 0 
El Caney, early on the morning of Jrly 2, where the 
day was spent in burying the dead, making litters ané 
caring for the wounded. Three days more were occt- 
pied in guarding and caring for Spanish wounded ani 
prisoners in the old stone church, burying the Spanis) 
dead and policing the town. Capt. Howell’s Co. I bur 
ied 41 Spanish soldiers. On the 5th of July Maj. Cool- 
idge’s command rejoined the brigade in front of Santia- 
£0 and with it participated in the bombardment of July 
0 and 11. 

During the afternoon and night of July 1 all the 
troops of Gen. Lawton’s (lst) division were put it 
march via the “Decoureau” fortified house to aid Get. 
Wheeler’s reported “hard pressed right” on San Juat 
Hills. That the advance was changed to the rear and 
that the hard worked troops wearily struggled agail 
over the same route they had the night before marched, 
was told in the “Army and Navy Journal” of Sept. 17. 

_Every officer and enlisted man proved himeelf a 60l- 
dier on July 1 at El Caney, as they subsequently did at 
San Juan. All agree that the lack of artillery prolonged 
the battle of El Caney and added to the loss of life ané 
the wounding of many gallant members of Gen. La 
ton’s division.

py thousands of citizens, who received the troops with 
cheer after cheer. It was a welcome long and lasting, 
and was heartily appreciates by the men. A committee 
of St. Paul citizens had met the train at Lake City | 
st, Paul badges adorned the faded blue on each soldier’s 
preast. Papers and cigars had aided in passing the time 
to St. Paul, and here the Citizens’ Committee, under the 
command of Capt. J. J. MeCardy, gave every man a 
junch and hot coffee, while the ladies pinned flowers upon 
their blue blouses and told them in words that they were 
welcomed home. On the platform of the station the 
Minnesota State band and the postoffice band alternated 
in playing patriotic airs. The troops left just before 11 
o'clock and were taken direct to the fort. 

The 3d U. S. Cav. arrived at Fort Ethan Allen Sept. 
24 from Montauk Point, and were warmly received. 
mong the first callers at the post was Adjutant Generai 
Peck, of Vermont, who, on behalf of the Governor, con- 
gratulated the regiment upon their valor in the Santiay 0 
campaign and welcomed the officers and men of the . 
Cav. back to Vermont. Gen. Peck also notified Major 
Jackson that the citizens of Burlington were making ar- 
rangements to give the regiment a reception whenever it 
should meet their convenience. The regimental records 
show that three men were killed in battle and fifty-seven 
wounded, six of the latter being officers. Among the offi- 
cers Who suffered wounds were Major Wessels, com- 
manding, who is expected to join at Fort Allen. 
Capt. George A. Dodd, wounded in the head, now recov- 
ered; Lieut, Meyer, who had a gunshot wound in_the 
hip, and who is now with the regiment, and Capt. Hun- 
ter, who received a gunshot wound in the thigh. The 
last returns of the regiment, when at virtually its full 
strength, showed 1,169 men. Of these 708 men and 17 
officers returned. Four officers and 203 men are absent 
upon sick leave. There is a total of 413 absent men and 
o8 ofticers. Of the officers some are detailed upon staff 
duty or with regiments of Volunteers. There are prob- 
ably between 825 and 850 men in all at the post. Many 
of the men suffered from illness while in Cuba, and it 
was at the camp near Bi Caney that the regiment had 
its largest list of sick. This was 160 in the hospital out 
of about 325 men and about 50 of the latter number unfit 
for duty.

FOREIGN IDEAS OF OUR FIGHTING. 
Writers over the whole world have busied themselves 
to explain the immunity of the American ships in the 
two naval battles of the war, but not one has made a 
suggestion worthy to be repeated. For instance, the 
London “Engineer” has an American correspondent who 


begins by intimating that he had exceptional advantages | 


for arriving at a conclusion, which is that the American 
ships did not suffer because the Spanish aim was so 
poor. The facts he brings forward to sustain this opin- 
ion are that the Boston, Baltimore and Olympia were 
hit often by shells that burst on or between their decks! 
None of these “naval students” are able to distinguish 
between the bad marksmanship that dropped so many 
shot into the water and the cause, whatever it was, that 
preserved our ships when they were struck. This same 
“Engineer” has proved by an elaborate study of the re- 
ports that our marksmanship at Santiago was very bad, 
but we did land some hits, and they sent the Spanish 
ships to the bottom. 
_ This correspondent next discusses the case of the Wins- 
low, which was disabled by two 4-inch shells at Car- 
denas, but the fact that the Spanish ammunition was 
effective on_a torpedo boat does not explain why it pro- 
duced no effect on larger vessels. Then he takes up the 
casualties and wreck caused by the shell which struck 
the Texas, June 22, off Santiago, but when he comes to 
the fight with Cervera’s ships he discreetly avoids any 
attempt to explain why the American vessels were not 
destroyed or seriously damaged by the scores of hits 
they suffered from such shells and larger. This is one 
of the puzzles of the war and there is only one explana- 
tion for it. When an effective shell bursts in a ship the 
amount of damage done is proportionate to the weakness 
of the structure. ere has been a great amount of 
twaddle written about the weakness of American build- 
ing. This war has pos that our ships are triumphs 
of resisting construction and on no other theory can their 
Present existence in safety be accounted for. 

Nations watch eagerly for every lesson that may be

derived from the experiences of actual war, and though 
there is t Ss in the Buropean technical press 
that the ish-American war has not taught 
lessons to naval students, it is not impossible that it will 
mark the end of the traditional American superiority in 
accurate gun fire. In the Revolution the on otpamnas 
we had was that a great preportion of the tinen 
were hunters, men who were in the habit of shooting to 
kill. In 1812 this superiority was transferred to the 
Navy, when the world was taught that high efficiency in 
each vessel was of more im nee n mere numbers. 
In the present war the fact has been brought out that 
accurate gun fire may produce as complete immunity 
from — to one fleet as complete destruction to the 
other. Nothing of the kind was seen in the Yalu fight, 
and it was left for the Americans to demonstrate the 
principle of safety by means of overwhelming attack. 

very navy in the world will now seek to put itself in 
our position. From every quarter we hear of increased 
provision for gun practice and of all the developments 
of military power which the last half century has wit- 
nessed, we know of none other that is so formidable as 
this. The “Deutsche Heeres-Zeitung” says that special 
measures have been taken by German naval authorities 
to increase the accuracy of fire by practice and to study 
its effects. Several old wooden merchant ships have been 
bought and fitted up in the dockyards with fighting tops, 
searchlights and guns, all of wood, to give them the a 
pearance of warships. Their holds are intended to 
filled with empty barrels or other objects to increase 
their buoyancy if pierced, and they may be sheathed with 
cork. are to be the targets at which shore batteries 
and the ships will practice during the maneuvers. If 
they will send one of these targets over here, we can 
show them just how the two Spanish fleets were de- 
stroyed. A couple of shells would be enough to make 
a fire ship of one of these wood piles, It is reported that 
the Emperor intends to watch the trials in person. We 
assure him of a cordial welcome if he wishes to have 
a test made in American waters. As regards the ar- 
tillery of the German fleet, it is announced that guns of 
24 em. (9.6 inch), which can be loaded and fired twice in 
three minutes will take the place of the 28 cm. (11.2 
inch), which take twice as long to load and fire. It is 
stated that the German authorities are now convinced 
of the superiority of quick-firing artillery over guns of 
larger caliber, but slower action.

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GENERAL MILES’S “MILITARY BUROPE.” 

In his “Military Europe,” published by the Doubleday 
& McClure Company, New York, General Miles has pre- 
sented a very agreeable, unpretentious and valuable ac- 
count of his visit to Burope in 1897, He was unusually 
fortunate not only in the courtesies accorded liberally to 
his high rank, but in being able to view the European 
armies at a time when two of them were engaged in the 
unhappy Turco-Grecian war, and when yearly maneuvers 
in other countries were conducted on a scale of more 
than ordinary importance. He also saw at the Queen’s 
Sexennial, the wonderful parade of specimen troops from 
the almost countless tribes which English officers have 
organized with such effect. The figures he gives of 
military strength are sometimes remarkable. Thus the 
Turkish army on a peace footing has 244,000 men, of 
whom 24,000, or about 10 per cent., are officers. 
Russian hae 835,143 men and 33,529 officers, or 4 per 
cent.; the Gorman, 207 men and 22,687 officera, or 
4 per cent.; the Austrian, 329,112 men and 18,129 offi- 
cers, or 54% per cent.; the Italian, 219,625 men and 10,- 

officers, or 5 per cent. The proportion of officers in 
te Turkish force is therefore twice as great as in any 
other. 

General Miles was deeply impressed by the perfection 
not merely of drill, but oF careful military training in all 
these great armies. Hffective use is made of cavalry, 
which is trained to the most perfect action in large 
masses. Bodies of 10,000 and 12,000 horsemen were 
maneuvered in one grand division at several of the re- 
views which he attended. The efficiency of the Huro- 
pean was well known to the General before he 
made personal observation of it, but he found the Turk- 
ish force in a state of thorough organization, which evi- 
dently was not expected, and the Commander of the 
Faithful exhibited an intimate acquaintance with mili- 
tary minutiae which was not less surprising. His story 
gives no hint of a comparison between the fine bodies of 
men he saw, and it would require a very intimate study 
of each system to make such a comparison ible. The 
good taste and good sense of the simple Italian unifo: 
the skilful dis tions of the French and the persona 
value of the rman military discipline are mentio 
but apparently the unexpected efficiency a 
development of the Turkish army and the maysteri- 
ous ibilities of the huge and well ordered force of 

a, where 900,000 men reach the military age every 
year, made the strongest impression on the mind of 
General Miles. He says that Russia could with teler- 
able ease mobilize 1,355,000 men in her first line and 


have 1,100,000 more in reserve, all with good previous 
training. These figures are too great for us, but we 
get an impression of an immense establishment when we 


read that 800 cadets from the military schools received 
their commissions that year! 

We cannot follow the General through the various de- 
scriptions of his book, but congratulate him and the ser- 
vice on & memorandum that is easy, concise, in good 
taste and full of information conveyed with the precision 
of a trained military judgment. It is a pleasure in these 
days of rather rhapsodical writing to read a narrative 
that derives a true elegance from simplicity and a steady 
development of its topic. A large number of good illus- 
trations add to the interest of the narrative.

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EDUCATION FOR NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS. 


The order of Secretary the class of naval 
constructors to the Boston 
raised a storm of protests from Marylanders and naval 
officers, who insist that it is the most serious blow the 
Naval Academy has ever received in its career of use- 
fulness—a setback in its development that will warp its 
natural expansion to meet the needs of the Navy. The 
institution began as a naval school; it developed into the 
Naval Academy; last year, with Mr. Hobson’s class of 
naval constructors, it stepped up to the de of a uni- 
versity. The post-graduate studies would undoubtedly 
develop until they took in every department of naval con- 
struction, imparting methods and secrets that belong to 
the American officer and to him alone. It is further 
held that the cadets, outeide the pale of military discip- 
line, must suffer injury at the very formative period of 
their characters. ith the Naval University, embrac- 
ing the highest learning of naval service, the Govern- 
ment would always be independent in its ability to in- 
struct its own officers without let or hindrance from 
any source. Naval officers, Congressman Mudd of the 
Annapolis district, and the Baltimore “American are 
working vigorously to have Secretary Long’s order 
changed. : 

Captain F. W. Dickins, of the Bureau of Navigation, 
who recently made an examination of the present and 
proposed course at the Massachusetts Institute, reports 
against the change. His report has the approval of the 
Navigation Bureau and a large number of line officers, 
and may have the effect of revoking an order tranefer- 
ring the ciass from Annapolis to Boston. In this report 
Captain Dickins dwells at some length on what he be- 
lieves to be a course not suited for the. instruction of 
naval constructors and finds that while it is adapted for 
young men designed for a career as merchant marine ar- 
chitects, it is not that meeting requirements for well = 
fected naval constructors. Secretary Long has take 
this report under advisement and will shortly settle the 
whole controversy regarding the course. Summing up 
his impressions after conferring with the officers of the 
Institute, Capt. Dickins says: “The course of naval ar- 
chitecture, as now organized at the Institute in Boston, 
is not such as would be desired for a post-graduate course 
for naval cadets. The Navy Department has the Naval 
Academy, at Annapolis, completely at its disposal. This 
institution has world-wide reputation, it being conceded 
by all governments that the officers educated at that in- 
stitution, and employed in nearly all of the U. S. naval 
corps, are inferior to none in the world. Many of the of- 
ficers of the Academy have stood the test of two wars in 
recent years, and I think it can be stated, without an 
reservation, that they have acquitted themselves wit 
honor and distinction. 

“The Department has the power and the means avail- 
able to establish a post-graduate course in naval archi- 
tecture entirely in accordance with such a policy as it 
may choose to adopt. There does not appear to be any- 
thing occult, mysterious, or difficult in establishing euch 
a course at Annapolis. It simply needs to be organized 
and put in operation. Subsequent experience will dic- 
tate the modifications that may be needed, and the nec- 
essary changes will be completely controlled by the De- 
partment. The whole prestige of the Government is at 
its back. Students in going about the country as a class, 
in visiting the different Navy Yards, stations, shipbuild- 
ing yards, machine and electric plants of all sorts, etc., 
would be received with the courtesy always accorded to 
the Government. There never would be any question 
about that. Of course, it ie not expected that the stu- 
dents taking a three years’ post-graduate course at An- 
napolis would be under the same strict discipline that 
they were while pursuing the four years’ course. They 
will have become young men, and they will have been 
selected especially because they have shown ability to 
become constructors, and Government su rvision is 
proper and necessary to keep men up to their work, for. 
while without it, they might pass the required examina- 
tions; with it, they would, in all likelihood, become bet- 
ter constructors. 

“In conelusion, I beg to suggest to the Department 
the propriety of addressing a letter to the president of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, expressing 
the Department’s appreciation of the courtesy_and con- 
sideration extended to me by Professors _W. Tyler 
and ©. H. Peabody, and others, during my visit to that 
Institute.” 








COLONEL BRYAN’S REGIMENT. 


Colonel William J. Bryan, of the 3d Nebraska Volun- 
teers, has beén in Washington during the past week for 
the purpose of obtaining the discharge of a number of 
enlisted men of his regiment who are either physically 
unable to serve or who are desirous of leaving the Army 
and returning to their homes. Colonel Bryan made no 
application to the War Department for the complete 
muster out of his command. 

Up to the present time the War Department has re- 
ceived eeventy-five applications for discharge from_this 
regiment, all coming through the regular channels. While 
all of these applications were — by the regiment- 
al officers, including the Colonel commanding, the ma- 
jority were disapproved by either the brigade, division or 
corps commander. So far only fifteen of the applications 
have been favorably acted upon by the Department. In 
these cases the applicants were married men with fam- 
ilies dependent upon them for support, and their re- 
quests for discharge were approved by General Lee, the 
corps commander. It is contrary to the policy of the 
War Department to grant discharges to convalescent 
soldiers. They are given furloughe until able to return 
to active duty. ; 

The question as to which of the two Nebraska regi- 
ments shall be mustered out has been left to the decision 
of Gov. Holcomb, of Nebraska, by the War Department. 
The Department officials think it would be unjust to mus- 
ter out the 2d and 8d Regiments and leave the Ist in the 
service, although the 2d was one of the first regiments 
named for disbandment. The 3d is commanded by Col. 
Bryan.

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INQUIRY INTO THE CONDUCT OF THE WAR. 


The Commission inquiring into the conduct of the war 
have addressed a | ow their work which is to 
include an inquiry into the mobilization, or organization, 
equipment, armament, transportation and subsistence of 
the State troops and the selection of the personnel. It is 
proposed also to inquire minutely into the management 
of the Medical Department of Army; whether the 
medical staff was efficient and sufficient at all times for 
the proper care of the sick and wounded, and if not the 
reasons therefor; such information relative to the condi- 
tions and operations of the Ordnance and Engineering 
Departments as will be of value in the investigations, is 
also asked for. Seventeen questions are addressed to 
the Medical Department, inquiring as to its working 
force, its equipment, its ag yy 2 for war, its dis- 
tribution of medica! supplies, its inspection of hospital 
ships, ite supervision of sanitary conditions, its control of 
funds, its reasons for abolishing regimental hospitals, and 
the complaints received by the Surgeon General of a 
failure to file requisitions and furnish supplies. To Sec- 
retary Alger the Commission has addressed these six 
queries: 

1. Plan of campaign proposed immediately after the 
declaration of war; was it intended to move at once on 
Havana, or that the campaign should be postponed until 
the autumn?

THE ARMY FOR CUBA. 


Realizing that it will be necessary to send American 
troops to oecupy the large cities and towns of Cuba, the 
President on Sept. 19 directed the War Department to 
immediately make details of soldiers for such service. 
Major General Miles, acting on these orders, has out- 
lined a plan for sending, for immediate service, two di- 
visions to Cuba. According to the plan, the first of 
these divisions, under the command of Major General 
Wade, will leave in October and the second, command- 
ed by General Lee, early in November. 

It is not the intention of the Government to assem- 
ble a large force of men at any one point in Cuba, the 
desire being to keep the troops scattered throughout the 
island, so that they can be handled to better advantage 
and preserve order more efficiently in all parte. In all 
probability, General Wade's division will go directly to 
Havana and the troops under his command will garri- 
son that city and the adjacent territory. The s@cond di- 
vision will go to some other point from which the troops 
can be advantageously placed in the surrounding towne. 
It is further the intention of the War Department to 
add constantly to this Army as the troops are needed 
by the evacuation of the Spanish army. It is estimated 
that altogether the Cuban army of occupation, including 
the troops now at Santiago, will consist of about 40,000 
men. 

In anticipation of the first movement of troops from 
this country, the Quartermaster’s Department is pre- 
paring to have a sufficient number of first-class trane- 
ports in readiness to facilitate a rapid transfer. This 
Department expects to be able to handle the Army with- 
out the delay that was experienced by the Santiago 
Army, upon its departure from Tampa. 

The organizations which will constitute the first divi- 
sion of the Cuban Army have been definitely decided 
upon. In the order which creates this division, no men- 
tion is made of the proposed service or the expected date 
of departure. These points were embraced in a confi- 
dential telegram sent to the several commanding officers. 
The organizations selected for this duty are as followe: 

Cavalry brigade composed of the 7th and 8th U. 8. 
Cavalry, to he commanded by Brigadier General L. H. 
Carpenter. U. S. Vole. 1st Infantry Brigade, composed 
of the 15th U. 8S. Infantry and the 4th U. S. Volunteer 
Infantry. to be commanded by Brigadier General Simon 
Snyder, U. S. Vols. 2d Infantry Brigade, composed of 
the Ist U. S. Infantry, and the 6th U. S. Volunteer In- 
fantry, to be commanded by Brigadier General BE. B 
Williston, U. 8S. Vols. 

No division commander is named, and while General 
Miles’s recommendation of General Wade will be ecar- 
ried out, probably his unfinished duties as head of the 
Cuban Commiseéion and the indefinite length of that ser- 
vice have made'a decision at this time inadvisable. Gen- 
eral Snyder will have temporary command of the divi- 
sion. Major General Lee has been summoned to Waeh- 
ington for the purpose of discussing the formation of 
his proposed command. It is generally understood that 
the greater part of his division will be drawn from the 
corps now under his orders at Jacksonville, with a 
sprinkling of Regular troops. 








It is reported that the War Department is preparing 
to reduce the number of general and staff officers in the 
Volunteer service by nearly or quite one-half. A list of 
officers to be mustered out of the service has already 
been prepared in the office of the Adjutant General, but 
it is subject to change and will not be made public at 
once. If discretion is shown in the selection and no at- 
tention is paid to pulls or politics, the efficiency of the 
service will be greatly improved by this weeding out 
process. But this is not the year of the millennium. 


The case of General Graham has led to an opinion by 
Attorney General Griggs in which the general rule is es- 
tablished that the retirement of Regular officers of the 
Army who have been prothoted in the Volunteer service 
does not affect their Volunteer commissions. The At- 
torney General holds that these officers have separate 
commissions, and that the Volunteer service commissions 
will hold after an officer is placed on the retired list as 
a Regular Army officer under the age limit. This decie- 
ion will also apply to General Coppinger, who will retire 
for age next month. In mustering out Volunteer line 
and staff officers the decision is that the President may 
discharge any Volunteer officer, and if has not 
reached retirement age he will go back to his original 
rank in the Regular Army, or, if retired, he will go out 
of service. 
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Chief Constructor Hichborn has again euggested to 
the Navy Department that the frigate Constitution be 
put in serviceable condition and used as a tra ship 
for naval apprentices. Despite her years her hull is in 
fairly good condition, and it is intimated that $150,000 
will cover the cost of fitting her for service. 


The War Department is in receipt of semi-private, 
ret somewhat official advices from Generals Lawton and 
Vood, giving some account of the conditions which exist 
at Santiago and what these officers are doing in the ter- 
ritory evacuated by the Spaniards. They say they are 
getting along as well as could be expected. The Cubans 
are being treated well, and employment given to those 
who will work. The more intelligent of the native popu- 
lation are being placed in the Government service. he 
letters seem to indicate that the problem of the Govern- 
ment of the island of Cuba will work with care. and 
patience on the part of the American people. 


Several naval orders of importance and interest were 
issued by the Navy Department Friday. Commander 
Willard i. Brownson, who did such good work in the 
war with the auxiliary cruiser Yankee, manned by mem- 
bers of the New York Naval Militia, will be assigned to 
the command of the monitor Terror. He will relieve 
Commander Edwin White, who will go from the Terror 
to the command of the cruiser Philadelphia, the flagship 
of ‘the Pacific Station. Captain George H. Wadleigh, 
the present commander of the Philadelphia, is to be 
placed on waiting orders on his detachment from that 
vessel. Commander Charles H. Rockwell will be de- 
tached from the command of the Port Royal naval sta- 
tion and placed on waiting orders. He will be succeed- 
ed in that duty by Commander Albert 8. Snow, who 
commanded the auxiliary cruicer Badger. Lieutenant 
Commander James K. Cogswell, who was the executive 
officer of the battieship Oregon during her record-break- 
ing voyage from San Francisco to the West Indies, and 
in the action with Cervera’s fleet, will be assigned to 
duty as inspector in charge of the Ist Lighthouse Dis- 
trict. 


The President appointed this week Major General 
Hamilton S. Hawkins, U. 8. Vols., a Brigadier Genera! 
in the Regular Army, to fill the vacancy created by the 
retirement of General William M. Graham. e pro- 
motion was made in recognition of the meritorious ser- 
vices of General Hawkins in connection with the capture 
of Santiago. In the engagement he was wounded in the 
foot and is still compelled to use crutches. Before the 
war General Hawkins was in command of the 20th In. 
fantry, and when hostilities broke out was appointed by 
the President a Brigadier General of Volunteers. For 
distinguished gallantry at Santiago he was made a Ma- 
jor General of Volunteers. Immediately after receiving 
his commission he will go on the retired list upon his 
own application under the thirty years’ service clause. 
The appointment of General Hawkins will permit the 
President grobebly to advance Major General J. Ford 
Kent, U. S. Vols., who was Colonel of the 24th Infan- 
try before the war, to the grade of Brigadier General] in 
the Regular Army. General Kent obtained his present 
rank of Major General of Volunteers for gallant service 
while commanding the wing of Shafter’s Army which 
effected the capture of San Juan in the first day’s fight- 
ing. Generals Hawkins and Kent are both veterans of 
the Civil War, and have been brevetted several times for 
gallant service during that conflict. General Hawkine 
was born in South Carolina, but received his appoint- 
ment to the Army from New York. Pennsylvania is 
General Kent’s native heath, and it was from that State 
that he was appointed to the Army. Both officers are 
graduates of the West Point Military Academy. There 
will be another vacancy in the Regular Army this month, 
made by the retirement of General Coppinger, Oct. 11. 
1898. General Hawkins reaches the retiring age next 
month. Nov. 13, 1898, and General Kent one year from 
now, Sept. 14, 1899. 


Commodore Albert Kautz, U. 8S. N., who has been as- 
signed to command the Pacific Station, relieving Rear 
Admiral Miller, hauled down his flag on the Constella- 
tion at Newport, R. I., Sept. 29 as commandant of the 
torpedo station. 

Capt. A. T. Mahan has been elected deputy lay dele- 
gate to the General Convention of the Epsicopal Ghurch, 
which meets at Washington next month.

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REPORT OF MAJOR GENERAL MERRITT. 
We give here the report just rendered by Major Gen- 
eral Wesley Merritt, of the operations of his command 


in the Philippines: 
Steamship China, at Sea 
August 31, 1898. 


Adjutant General, United States Army. 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the troops under my command in the ex- 
pedition of the Philippine campaign ending with the cap- 
ture of Manila, Aug. 13, and subsequent occupation of 
the city. “7 

In obedience to the order ass — me to the com- 
mand of the Department of the Pacific and the special 
instructions “tom the President furnished by the honor- 
able Secretary of War, under date of May 28, I em- 
barked with my staff from San Francisco on the steam- 
er Newport, June 29, and arrived at Cavite, Manila Bay, 
July 3 The military situation in Manila Bay I found 
to be as follows: 

The American fleet of warships commanded by Rear 
Admiral Dewey, was anchored in line off Cavite and 
just outside were the transports and supply vessels en- 
gaged for the eniitany service. The distinguished Ad- 
miral above mentioned was in full control of the naviga- 
tion of the bay, and his vessels passed and repassed 
within range of the water batteries of the town of Ma- 
nilt without drawing the fire of the enemy. 

Brigadier General Anderson was in command of the 
wilitary forces prior to my arrival and from his report I 
learned that his headquarters were in Cavite and that 
the troops were disposed of as follows: 

2d Oregon, detachments of California heavy artillery, 
“31 Infantry, and 14th Infantry occupied the town of 
Cavite, while Brigadier General F. V. Greene was en- 
camped with his brigade, consisting of the 18th Infan- 
wy, 3d U. 8. Artillery, Co. A, Engineer Battalion; Ist 
Colorado, 1st California, lst Nebraska, 10th Pennsyl- 
vania, and Batteries A and B, Utah Artillery, along: the 
line of the bay shore, near the village of Paranaque, 
about five miles by water and twenty-five miles by road 
from Cavite. 

Immediately after my arrival I visited General 
(reene’s camp and made a reconnaissance of the posi- 
tien held by the Spanish, and also the opposing lines of 
the insurgent forces, hereafter to be described. I found 
(ieneral Greene’s command encamped on a étrip of sandy 
land running parallel along the shore of the bay and not 
far distant from the beach, but owing to the great diffi- 
culties of landing supplies the greater portion of the 
force had shelter tents only, and were suffering many 
Jiccomforts, the camp being situated in a low, flat place, 
without shelter from the heat of the tropical sun, or 
adequate protection during the terrific downpours of 
rain so frequent at that season. 

I was at once struck by the exemplary spirit, patient, 
even cheerful, endurance shown by officers and men un- 
der sueh circumstances, and this feeling of admiration 
for the manner in which the American soldier, Volunteer 
ind Regular alike, accept the hardships of the work 
they have undertaken to do, has grown and increased 
with every phase in the difficult and trying campaign 
which the troops of the Philippine expedition have 
brought to such a brilliant and successful conclusion. 

Shortly after the naval battle of Manila Bay, the prin- 
cipal leader of the insurgents, General Emilio Aguinaldo, 
came to Cavite from Hong Kong. and with the consent of 
our naval authorities, began active work raising troops 
und pushing Spaniards in the direction of the city of 
Manila. Having met some success and the natives flock- 
ing thither for assistance, he proclaimed an independent 
sovernmept, republican in form, with himself ae its 
president, and at the time of my arrival at the isl- 
inds the entire edifice of the executive and legislative 
departments and the subdivision of territory for admin- 
istrative purposes had been accompanied, at least on pa- 
per, and the Filipinos held military possession of many 
points in the islands other than those in the vicinity of 
Manila. 

\s General Aguinaldo did not visit me on my arrival, 
or offer the services of his subordinate military leaders, 
ind a6 my instructions from the President contemplated 
the oceupation of the islands by the American land 
forces, and stated that the powers of the military oc- 
cupant must be absoluie and supreme and imme- 
diately operative upon the political condition of the in- 
habitants, I did not consider it wise to hold possession 
of the eity of Manila, especially as I would not until 
then be in a position to issue a proclamation and enforce 
my authority, in the event that his pretensions should 
lash with my designs. 

lor these reasons preparations to attack the city were 
pressed and military operations were conducted without 
reference to the situation of the insurgent forces. The 
wisdom of this course was subsequently established by 
the fact that when the troops of my command carried 
the Spanish intrenchments, extending from the sea to 
the Pasay road on the extreme Spanish right, we were 
under no obligations, by prearranging plans for mutual 
ittack, to turn the right and clear the front still held 
against the insurgents, but were able to move forward at 

ce and occupy the city suburbs. 

rhe strain of night fighting and the heavy details re- 
quired for outpost duty made it imperative to re- 
inforee General Greene’s troops by General MacArthur's 
brigade, which had arrived, on transports on July 31. 
The difficulties of the operation can hardly be overesti- 
mated. Transports were at anchor off Cavite, five miles 
from the point on the beach where it was desired to dis- 
embark the men. Several squalls, accompanied by floods 

f rain, raged day after day, and the only way to get 
troops and supplies ashore was to load them from the 
ship's side into native lighters or small steamboats, move 
them to a point opposite the camp and disembark them 
through the surf in small boats, or by running the light- 
ers head on to the beach. 

A landing was finally accomplished after days of hard 
work and hardship, and I desire here to express again 
my admiration for the fortitude and cheerful willingness 

f the men of all the commands engaged in the opera- 
tion. 

Upon the assembling of General MacArthur’s brigade 
'o support General Greene’s brigade, I had about 500 
men in a position for attack and I deemed that the time 
had come for final action, During the time of the night 
attacks I had communicated my desire to Admiral 
Dewey that he would allow his ships to open fire on the 
right of the Spanish line of intrenchments, believing such 
action would stop the night firing and consequent loss of 
life, but the Admiral had declined to order it unless we 
were in danger of losing our position by assaults by the 
Spanish, for the 1eason that in his opinion it would pre- 
cipitate a general engagement. for which he was not 
ready, against the defences of Manila, and which might 
begin at any time after the expiration of the period. 

This letter was sent Aug. 7 and a reply wae received 
the same date to the effect that the Spanish were 


Without places of refuge for the increased numbers of - 


wounded, sick women and children, now lodged within 
the walle. On the 9th a formal demand for the sur- 
render of the eity was sent in. The Captain General’s 
reply of the same date stated that the council] of defence 


had declared that this demand could not be granted; 
the Captain General offered to consult his opened: PE 
we wowld allow him the time necessary for com- 


munication with Madrid by way of Hong Kong. This 
offer was declined on our . for the 
reason that it could, in the of Ad- 
miral Dewey and mayeelf, lead o to a con- 


tinuance of the existing situation, with no immediate re- 
sult favorable to us, and the necessity was a nt 
and very urgent that decisive action should be taken at 
once to compel the enemy to give up the town, in order 
to relieve our troops from the trenches and from the 
great exposure to unhealthy conditions which were un- 
avoidable in bivouac during the rainy season. 

General Merritt’s report here describes at length the 
assault in which the fleet opened a heavy fire on the sea 
flank of the Spanish intrenchments. Continuing the re- 
port, he says: 

Immediately after the surrender the Spanish colors 
on the sea front were hauled down and the American 
flag was displayed and saluted by the guns of the Navy. 
The 2d Oregon Regiment, which had p by sea 
from Cavite, was disembarked and entered the walled 
town as a rors guard, and the Colonel was directed 
to receive the Spanish arms and deposit them in places 
of security. The town was filled with the troops of the 
enemy driven in from the intrenchments; the regiments 
formed and standing in line in the streets, but the work 
of disarming them proceeded quietly and nothing un- 
pleasant occurred. 

In leaving the subject of the operations of the 13th, I 
desire here to record my appreciation of the admirable 
manner in which the orders for the attack and the plan 
for the occupation of the city were carried out by the 
treops exactly as contemplated. I submit that for 
troops to enter under fire a town covering a wide area, 
to rapidly deploy and guard all principal points in the 
extensive suburbs, to keep out the insurgent forces press- 
ing for admission, to quietly disarm an army of Span- 
iards more than equal in numbers to the American troops 
and finally by all this to prevent entirely all rapine, pil- 
lage, and disorder, and gain the entire and complete - 
session of a city of 300,000 people, filled with natives hos- 
tile to the European interests and sti up by the 
knowledge that their own people were fighting in the 
outside trenches, was an act which only a law-abiding. 
températe, resolute American soldier, well and skilfully 
handled by his regimental and brigade commanders could 
accomplish. 

In concluding this report, I wish formally to declare 
my indebtedness for the success of the expedition to the 
brigade commanders, the division commander, the mem- 
bers of my staff and my personal aides. Brigadier Gen- 
eral R. P. Hughes, my Inspector General at San Fran- 
cisco, was especially noticeable in accomplishing the in- 
struction of the green troops that came to the city, many 
of ; rs without arms, clothing, or equipment of any 
<ind. 

I desire qroecielly, to express my acknowledgments to 
Brigadier General Babcock, Adjutant General and Chief 
of Staff, for his most valuable services from the incep- 
tion of the campaign in San Francisco to the close of the 
work at the present time. This officer is so well known 
as to require no special mention of his services in any one 
direction. He was my right arm, not only in the office. 
but in the field, and much of the success that has at- 
tended the expedition is due to his individual efforte. 

I desire especially to mention Major McClure and Ma- 
jor Whipple, of the Pay Department, who volunteered 
their services after they had completed their legitimate 
duties and performed excellent work whenever called 
upon. Major McClure was especially important in his 
services immediately after the surrender, taking long 
rides under my orders to the Spanish lines and bearing 
instructions to the Spaniards which resulted in effecting 
their withdrawal in such a manner ase to prevent the 
— of the insurgents into the northern portions of 
the city. 

I especially call attention to the services of Captain 
Mott, as mentioned in the report of Brigadier General 
Greene. He was cheerful, willing, intelligent and en- 
ergetic in the discharge of the multifarious duties im- 
posed upon him, in connection with our troops and 
trenches during the rainy season and in the final action 
showed those rare characteristics which stamp him as a 
very superior soldier.

GEN. GARRETSON’S REPORT. 


Gen. G. A. Garretson has made a report on the first 
action in Porto Rico, which took place on the Yauco 
road July 26, the day after landing at Guanica. The 
troops engaged were five companies of the 6th Massa- 
chusetts and one company, G, of the 6th Illinois. The 
Intter, acting as reserve, was attacked by the enemy. 
Gen. Garretson says: “This conformation of the ground 
was such that the fire of the enemy's reserve and party 
on the left was effective in the seemingly secure hollow 
in which our rserves were posted. The heavy volume of 
fire, the noise of shots striking the trees and on the 
ground and the wounding of two men among the re- 
serves caused a momentary confusion among the troops. 
They were quickly rallied and placed under cover. The 
fire of the advance party and supports was directed 
against the party of the enemy on the hill, and tempo- 
rarily silenced their fire from that direction. 

“Our advance guard of two companies, ignoring the 
enemy on the hill, then deployed mainly to the right 
of the road, and with quick and accurate military judg- 
ment and brave personal gallantry by Lieut. Langhorne, 
ist Cav., A, against the reserves of the enemy. The sup- 
ports of one company of the reserves, under the direc- 
tion of Capt. L. G. Berry, charged against the party on 
the west of the hill, through the barbed wire fence and 
chaparral. The reserves were deployed along the barbed 
wire fence running at right angles to the road, conduct- 
ed through the fence, and brought up in the rear and to 
the left of the attacking party, conducted by Lieut. B. 
Ames, of the 6th Massachusetts. The enemy were 
driven from the hill and retired to the valley, disappear- 
ing behind the Hacienda. The reserves of the enemy 
ceased firing and retired * * * in the direction of 
Yauco by cleverly concealed lines of retreat. force 
of the enemy engaged in the battle consisted of Battalion 
Twenty-five, Patria of the Spanish Army, and some 
Volunteers. in al] about 600 or 700 men. The casualties 
on our side were four slightly wounded. After the 
occupation of Yauco the casualties of the enemy were 
found to have been one Lieutenant, one cornetist killed, 
eighteen seriously and thirty-two slightly wounded. 
After the confusion resulting from the first unexpected 
fire the conduct of the troops was excellent. They were 
speedily rallied, and afterwards obeyed orders given 
through my staff officers without hesitation. The fol- 
lowing officers of the command are respectfully com- 
mended for gallantry and coolness under fire: Major C.

TO PREVENT PENSION FRAUDS. 


Headquarters Second Army Corps, 
Camp Meade, Pa. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

I have just received my “Journal” for August 20, ani 
notice with interest your editorial on the “Pensioners 
of this War.” I have been Chief Surgeon of the Second 
Army Corps since its organization, and, bearing in mind 
the pension lessons of the late war, I have pursued a 
system which I believe gives ample protection to both 
Government and soldier in case of discharges for disi- 
bility. 

Each set of certificates was referred through the Chief 
Surgeon of a Division to the Consulting Staff of the 
Division Hospital. This Consulting Staff is composer! 
of the three Senior Medical Officers of the Division, .ex- 
clusive of those on special duty. These officers had to 
re-examine the applicant and certify that they had found 
the facts as stated, recommend the discharge and that 
the disability was or was not incurred in line of duty 
before the papers obtained my approval, Conference 
and re-examination is ordered when there is disagree- 
ment. The papers are then scrutinized by the Division 
Surgeon and returned to me for final action. 

A large number of men who should never have been 
enlisted have been weeded out in this manner, with the 
signature of six Medical Officers to protect the Govern- 
ment. In order still further to prevent fraud I have 
caused a clinical history to be kept of every case treated 
in hospital, and there will be no need for reliance on 
the ey voy’ A of Medical Officers twenty or thirty years 
hence for the particulars of a case.

1210. In framing telegrams all words not important to the 
sense will be omitted. The last name of the officer ad- 
dressed, or his title, and the last name of the sender are 
generally suthcient. 

1211. In a the words of telegraphic messages the 
following rules will be observed: Names of cities and places, 
when used to designate such cities or places, and words 
properly connected by a hyphen, will be counted as one 
word. Numerals will be expressed in words, and will not 
be counted as hyphened words. Names of places and per- 
sons when given to things will be counted according to the 
number of distinct words in each. Names such as Van 
Vliet or St. Nicholas will be counted as one word. All 
words contained in an ofticial telegram will be counted, in- 
cluding name and title of party addressed and of the sender,

Il. The tollowing decisions, rulings, etc., have been made, 
and are published to the Army tor the information of ali 
concerned: 

Pay of Staff Officers of Corps, Division and Brigade 
Commauders.—Section 10 of the act approved April 22, 1358, 
provides that the staff officers therein authorized “for the 
corps, division and brigade commanders may be appointed 
by the President * * * or may be assigned by him, in bis 
discretion, from officers of the Army or Volunteer Army, or 
the militia in the service of the United States.’’ No officers 
having been assigned by the President as staff officers for 
the corps, division and brigade commanders, ofticers who are 
or have been serving in such positions are entitied to receive 
only the pay of the grades to which they have been com- 
missioned, respectively.—(Vecision Sec. War, Aug. 19, 98 

2. Extra pay to otlicers for exercising command above that 
of their actual grades.—The decision of the Secretary of War 
of June 10, 1808, published in Circular, No. 18, June 15, 180s, 
from Headquarters of the Army, Adjutant General's Office, 
is amended to read as follows: 

To entitle an officer to the pay of a grade above that 
actually held by him, under section 7 of the act of Congress 
approved April 26, 1598, he must be assigned, in orders issued 
by competent authority, to a command appropriate to such 
higher grade of troops operating against an enemy. 

As no assignments by competent authority have been made 
under this law of staff oflicers or of officers to perform staff 
duties authorizing them to exercise command, and as such 
assignment is necessary to entitle any officer to receive the 
pay and allowances of a grade higher than that actually held, 
no officer who has been assigned or detailed to staff duties 
is entitled to receive pay and allowances as of any grade 
other than that to which he has been actually commissioned. 
—(General Orders, No. 86, wy Army, A. G. O., July 2, 
98, as amended by G. O., No. 155, Sept. 27, 98, Hdqrs. Army, 
A. G. O., and Decision Sec. War, Aug. 19, 98. 

3. Army Corps Symbols.—General Orders, No. 99, July 15, 
1898, Adjutant General's Office, designating certain symbols, 
flags and pennants, and badges for Army Corps, divisions 
and brigades, are so far modified as to provide that the 
badges to be worn by the officers and enlisted men shall be 
from one and one-fourth inches to one and one-half inches in 
size, and to permit officers to wear the same upon the hat or 
cap.

I. Par. L., G. O. 86, July 2, 1898, from this office, is amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: 

I. In Section 7 of the act “For the better organization of 
the line of the Army of the United States,”’ approved April 
26, 1898, it is provided “That in time of war every officer 
serving with troops operating against an enemy who shall 
exercise under assignment in orders issued by competent au- 
thority, a command above that pertaining to his grade, shall 
be entitled to receive the pay and allowances of the grade 
appropriate to the command so exercised.” 

The Attorney General has held that this clause ‘‘was in- 
tended to apply to all instances where the troops of the 
United States are assembied in separate bodies, such as regi- 
ments, brigades, divisions, or corps, for the purpose of car- 
rying on and bringing to a conclusion the war with Spain ;” 
but that “all service in the Army at the present time is not 
to be considered as operating against an enemy. Troops and 
their officers on the Western frontiers, performing the same 
service as garrisons which is requisite in time of peace, and 
in nowise considered a part of the Army assembled to carry 
on the war with Spain, would not be within the meaning of 
the act.” 

lI. By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, par. IL, 
Ga. 0, 139, W. I G. O., Sept. 7, 1898, is amended to 
read as follows: 

G. O. 130, Aug. 29, 1898, from this office, is so far amended 
as to direct commissioned officers who belong to organiza- 
tions furloughed for 60 days to await orders for their own 
convenience for that period instead of granting them leaves 
of absence.

I. The following order of the Acting Secretary of War is 
published for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

Hereafter whenever any enlisted man of a Volunteer regi- 
ment is promoted to be a commissioned officer he will 
discharged as an enlisted man by the commanding officer of 
the regiment as of the date next preceding that of his mus- 
ter-in under his commission as an officer, and the date of 
such discharge reported by telegraph to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army. 

II. Any soldier on furlough from New Orleans, La., or who 
may pass through that city for any purpose, should not be 
allowed to visit any a or garrison until he has been de- 
tained under quarantine long enough to preclude a possi- 
bility of infection, owing to the fact that yellow fever is 
prevalent in that city, and in four counties of the State of 
Mississippi. 

IIf. By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, par. 891 
of the Regulations is amended to read as follows: 

891. The Judge Advocate of each department, or the officer 
acting as such, will, as soon as practicable after June 30 of 
each year, render to the Judge Advocate General a report 
for the year terminating on that date, giving the number 
and character of cases tried by courts martial in the depart- 
ment during the period. This report will separately classify 
the trials of officers and enlisted men, and show whether by 
General, Garrison or Summary Courts, the number of acquit- 
tals in each class and the number of different men tried by 
inferior Courts, and contaiz his recommendations and re- 
marks touching the administration+of military justice.

Judge Horatio L. Wait, of Chicago, formerly Paymas- 
ter, U. S. Navy, tells the story of “The Blockade of 
the Confederacy” in “The Century” for October. This 
article is apparently intended as a prelude to a series of 
articles “The Century” is about to publish covering 
the experiences of the Spanish war on sea and land. 
They will be written by the leading participants in that 
war, and there is no name so distinguished by recent 
events as to exclude it from the series, which will be 
unique in its way. During the Civil War, as Judge 
Wait shows, our Navy captured or destroyed 1,504 
blockade runners. and the prizes captured aggregated 
$31,000,000, the largest single prize being $510,000. Be- 
sides this, many. valuable cargoes were thrown over- 
board to escape capture. Judge Wait, who is an entho- 
siast in regard to all naval matters, has given us 4 
very interesting story of naval experiences during the 
exciting period of war.

The G. O. issued by General Adolphus W. Greely, 
Chief Signal Officer, (No. 13), dated Sept. 13, 1898, re 
citing the services and commending the conduct of men 
under his command in the present war, is a well de- 
served tribute to merit. At the close he says: “While 
your service everywhere has been of the highest charac- 
ter, you have especially illustrated that development of 
character necessary to expert work by your devotion as 
officers and your obedience as men, under the trying and 
monotonous conditions of camp and garrison life, where 
the soldier and officer are fashioned day by day for the 
supreme moment of battle. The lessons there learned 
have served you well. The Signal Corps has filled neither 
the guardhouse nor the hospital. Serving in the field in 
Cuba, in the Philippines, and in Porto Rico, and in home 
garrisons at Tampa, Chickamauga, Camp Alger, Jack- 
sonville and Montauk, yet your total aggregate of over 
thirteen hundred has lost by disease in camp and field, 
to date, only five—officers and men included.”

A vast difference exists between the type of battle 
ships designed by the Navy Department, and their cost, 
and those for which plans were submitted by the firms 
that have been awarded contracts lately. A compari- 
son of the designs and plans show that the Govern- 
ment will secure battleships of greater power, fighting 
strength, steaming radius and speed on the proposals of 
the bidders, than was possible under the plans on which 
bide were invited, and that in all respects the new ves 
sels will be superior to any others of their type in the 
service. On the plans of the Department the ships were 
to have about 16 knots speed, 11,500 tons displacement 
and 10,000 horse power, while the vessels when com- 
pleted will be capable of at least 18 knote sustained 
speed on four-hour trials. The designs for the engines 
of the ships call for horse powers of not less than 16, 
000, exceeding that of any vessels of their type now in 
the service by 6,000. The bunker capacity of the ships 
under the Department’s call was 1,200 tons, which is 
increased to 2,000 tons. The total radius of action undef 
the original plans was to be about 5,600 knots, but now 
will be 10,000 knots, or nearly double that of the Ore 
gon and Iowa type. In fact, it will be greater than that 
of almost any battleship afloat. This increased efficiet- 
cy in speed, coal capacity and radius costs only $300,000 
per vessel. 


The Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy made the 
sensible suggestion that the efficiency of the Board of 
Visitors will be increased by the appointment of a por 
tion of the Board for two or more terms, 6o that at 
least a portion of the Board may be familiar with the 
duties which the Board is expected to perform. 
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THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


A correspondent, writing in a recent issue of the “Jour- 
nal,” makes some statements in regard to the Navy Per- 
sonnel bill: “The line engineer scheme proposed by the 
Roosevelt Board, while finding some lukewarm support- 
ers, did not command the support of such representative 
men as R, D, Evans in line and George Melville in engi- 
neers.” In the report of the testimony before the 
House Naval Committee, when the bill was under con- 
sideration, we find the following: 


Mr. Roosevelt.—The almost unanimous feeling of the 
Engineer Corps is in favor of the bill; that from Chief 
Engineer Melville down to the most recent graduate, | 
think you will find the very great bulk of opinion, as I 
say, | believe 95 per cent. will earnestly favor this bill 
and they would not do that 

The Chairman (Mr. Boutelle).—That certainly is en- 
titled to great weight. 

Mr. Roosevelt.—That is entitled to great weight. 

Mr. Cummings.—Is there any opposition among the 
line officers whatever to this bill? 

The Chairman.—I understand so. 

Mr. evelt.—There are some who are opposed to it. 
There are 1,000 line officers and engineer officers, and IL 
do not believe the wit of man could devise a bill which 
would not find some opposition among that many men. 

Mr. Cummings.—You say that 95 per cent. of the offi- 
cers favor it? 

Mr. Roosevelt.—I believe that is an under-statement of 
the number of officers favorable to this bill. I have yet 
to meet more than one younger officer—that is, under the 
rank of Commander—opposed to the bill; and I know, 
perhaps, five or six above that grade who I think are 
opposed to it. I could not tell you definitely that they 
were, 

The Chairman.—Where men were in a very small mi- 
nority their views would be entitled only to considera- 
tion in proportion to the strength of the argument they 
might present. 

Mr. Meyer.—Has that clause which provides for the 
selection out of a certain number to produce a certain 
number of vacancies met with any antagonism on the 
part of the line? 

Mr. Roosevelt.—That has, sir; I think that that has 
been the chief cause of what little opposition there is in 
the line to the bill. Like every other practical measure, 
this measure is a compromise. 





Mr. Roosevelt can hardly be accused, even by his bit- 
terest enemy, of either exaggeration or insincerity, and 
such strong statements can only be taken as indicating 
the feeling among the line and engineer officers which 
prevailed at the time the testimony was given, April 
6, 1898, 

The credit of the proposed scheme of consolidating 
the line and Engineer Corps is rightly given to Capt. 
Robley D. E-ans, who was the originator of the motion 
in the Board which framed the Personnel bill. It is un- 
fair to intimate that he does not support the measure, 
for he is not the man to stultify himself, or involve his 
convietions on any matter in doubt. If voting for amal- 
gamation, and laboring to bring about a proper solution 
of all details can be considered as evidence, it seems 
certain the bill did command his support most heartily. 

The position of Engineer-in-Chief Melville, with re- 
gard to the measure, is equally clear. Not only did the 
proposition to consolidate the line and Engineer Corps 
find favor with him, and win his vote in the Personnel 
Board, but afterward, before the Naval Committee, as 
shown by the printed testimony, when asked whether he 
still favored the plan, he said in reply: “I am unquali- 
fiedly in favor of the bill.” In speaking to the question 
whether other members of the Engineer Corps were fa- 
vorable to the measure, he said: “I have heard from 
nearly every member of my corps, and I do not believe 
there are six men out of the 176 composing the corps 
that object to this bill.” 

No corps can claim, with any degree of justice, that 
there was any disposition to ignore its wants. The heads 
of all corps were invited to participate in the meetings 
of the Personnel Board, and later on asked before the 
Naval Committee. Hearings, extending over six weeks 
and covering 241 printed pages, were had before the 
House Naval Committee, in which officers of the line, en- 
gineer, medical, pay, marine and construction corps took 
part. All phases of the entire personnel question were 
critically reviewed, and every effort made to frame a 
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practical measure thoroughly satisfactory to the service 
as a whole. 

The bill, as originally drawn by the Personnel Board, 
was amended and enlarged to meet every suggestion 
made by the head of any corps, and finally received the 
commendation of all. In view of this, it is quite im- 
probable that the Naval Committee will, after such pa- 
tient labor, consent to reopen the matter for further tes- 
timony, or submit to any amendments when the bill is 
put upon its passage. 

In unanimously reporting the Personnel bill in its pres- 
ent form to the House for favorable action, the Naval 
Committee honestly believed, and justly so, that they 
had succeeded in framing a measure acceptable to all 
classes in the Navy, and one which, while greatly in- 
creasing efficiency, made a homogeneous, happy body.

SHOOTING AT THE ORCHESTRA. 


An anxious mother, whose child lay ill, consulted her 
relatives and friends as to its treatment and adminis- 
tered to it whatever nostrum anyone of them recom- 
mended, When the child finally died, the parent piously 
exclaimed, ““Thank God, there was nothing that could 
be done for that child that was not done.” 

With a similar consciousness of duty well discharged 
our military administration is submitting to the investi- 
gation of the irregular Committee of Inquiry organ- 
ized by the President. The very appointment of such a 
committee seems to us to be a further expression of the 
desire to oblige, to please all parties and all classes, 
which has already made so much mischief for us. The 
natural result is apparent in the fact that no one is 
pleased, and the routine of efficient administration has 
been departed from to no purpose, — 

What an extraordinary confession was contained in 
the announcement published last week that enlisted men 
would henceforth be required to apply for their dis- 
charge through the proper channels. It is accompanied 
by a clear statement of what every one knew before to 
be the fact, that members of Congress, anxious relatives, 
personal friends, hospital attendants, professional and 
unprofessional philanthropists, have had more influence 
in determining the numbers and the efficiency of Army 
commands than company and regimental officers. It was 
surely time to call a halt, when, as we are told,- there 
are eight hundred and forty men thus unaccounted for 
on the rolls of a single regiment; furloughed from the 
hospital or otherwise placed beyond the control of their 
regimental commander. 

The difficulty has not been with the much-abused “red 
tape.” It results from a disregard of red tape on the 
part of those who are either ignorant of its use, or who, 
being familiar with this, have felt that the occasion 
called for a disregard of it. Those whose legitimate office 
it is to issue general orders, leaving details to be carried 
out by those in immediate contact with troops, have en- 
tered into the minutize of Army administration to an un- 
necessary extent and to the great disturbance of Army 
routine and Army efficiency. Men whose minds should 
have been left free to consider matters concerning the 
Army as a whole, have suffered their time and strength 
to be frittered away in listening to the appeals of indi- 
vidual sentiment and self-interest. 

We might not protest if the evil were confined to the 
administration of our Volunteer establishment, for there 
was reason, perhaps, for assuming that the details of its 
management would not be properly attended to; but it 
has extended to the Regular Army, as we judge from 
the complaints that reach us of interference with the 
routine that is essential to proper administration and ac- 
counta bility. 

For years the line officers of the Army have com- 
plained, and complained with good reason, that every- 
thing was being gradually taken from their control, and 
that they were being reduced to the position of sub- 
clerks of the departments. The result has been such a 
concentration of labor and responsibility that the ma- 
chine has broken down under the strain brought upon 
some of its parts, instead of running smoothly, as it 
would have done had each part been called upon to do 
its appropriate work alone. 

If the commission now at work in Washington suc- 
ceeds in discovering and presenting clearly the evils of 
our present system of Army administration it will ren- 
der an impertant service. Buc nothing is to be gained by 
the attempt to distribute praise or blame while a vicious 
system is kept undisturbed. There is no good in shoot- 
ing at the orchestra. We do not doubt that each one has 
done his level best. If the music is not harmenious and 
pleasing, some other remedy must be sought. 

One of the singular developments of the easy-going 
methods which have governed camp life in the returned 
Army of Santiago is the running off of soldiers by good- 
hearted but injudicious women. Some are off on proper 
furloughs, but a large number have gone off without 
pay, transportation, or subsistence, on the invitation of 
women who paid their fare and expenses. Where they 
are no one knows, nor when they will come back. In 
the view of the law they are deserters, and the women 
who seduced them from their duty are liable to punish- 
ment. The next thing in order may be a Presidential 
proclamation offering pardon to those who will return 
promptly. This serious evil is the direct result of soft- 
hearted, easy-going methods of management by high offi- 
cials. A fine Army of cheerful, well-satisfied and disci- 
plined men has been demoralized by the timidity that 
has feared to resist a foolish and ignorant public senti- 
ment fostered by newspapers that are both unthinking 
and sensational. If our experience proves anything it 
proves that the Army Regulations and the whole con- 
geries of obligations that are known as discipline are 
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the combined wisdom of centuries, the safeguard of the 
soldier, and, through him, of the nation, and should not 
be set aside to gratify the bonhommie and love of popu- 
larity of anyone, however highly placed. We are learn- 
ing anew that the Army should be governed by a sol- 
dier. No civilian can understand the needs of the service 
or apply the strict discipline by which alone they can 
be satisfied. The rule of the Red Cross has been disas- 
trous, and if the Medical Department does not make its 
activities unnecessary in the next war it will be con- 
victed, indeed, of incapacity to meet the most demoral- 
izing influence that confronts it. 

The present complaints of Army ways are the product 
of conditions similar to those prevailing at the com- 
mencement of our Civil War, when such men as Fre- 
mont, Banks, Butler, Siegel, Blenker and Meigher were 
the recipients of unthinking applause, and Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan and Meade were either unknown to popu- 
lar fame, or were condemned for incapacity; when Mc- 
Dowell, who never drank anything stronger than milk, 
and did not even know the taste of liquor, was denounced 
in the public prints as a drunkard; when the gallant 
and loyal Fitz John Porter was condemned as a traitor, 
and General Stone was incarcerated in Fort Lafayette 
without trial or opportunity to be heard. Then as now 
the daily papers sent to the field as their representatives 
men who were absolutely ignorant of war and incapable 
of intelligent criticism. In time we should correct all 
this, as we did in 1861-65, but it does seem hard that 
whenever we have a new war we must wait to educate 
a new crop of fools before we can conduct it properly.

“PULLS” AND HONORS, 


A correspondent writes to the “Army and Navy Jour- 
nal”: “Will you permit me to ask through your col- 
umns where is the justice in this war in which men are 
promoted who have been so fortunate as to have orders 
take them into action, while no promotion is given to 
those who having records for distinguished service in 
the Civil War, but no political ‘pull,’ have been kept 
from going with their commands, and instead have had 
months of far harder duty, in unhealthy. Southern 
camps, organizing and drilling undisciplined men? It is 
a shame that men who bear on their bodies the marks 
of bullets, and on their breasts the Congreesional medal 
from the war of 1862, should see men they have ranked 
for years promoted over their heads. When war was 


.declared, every Regular officer in the service was desir- 


ous above all else to be among the first to land on Cuban 
soil, and because of influence and pull, only those in 
luck were sent. Surely those left at home to struggle 
with raw troops should not be slighted. Camp sicknesses 
have been even worse than Cuban sicknesses and bul- 
lets combined, and far harder to bear, because there 
has been no hope of glory. ‘Honor to whom honor is 
due,” but while promotions are being made, I would like 
to see some of our older officers remembered, and in 
filling the two vacancies that will soon exist among the 
Regular Brigadiers I trust that the War Department 
will not forget them. E. R,. W.” 

Our correspondent seems to share an error that is very 
common, that the career for the soldier is the path to 
glory. In fact, it is the path of duty and duty often 
keeps an officer in the rear, or, if in the field, not on the 
fighting line. The criticisms on our operations in Cuba 
have been on the management of the rear and not of the 
front. The several staff departments have suffered 
heavy attack for the way in which they performed their 
duty. Does our correspondent intend to suggest that no 
one wanted to do that kind of work? If we were to 
name the officers whose conduct in Cuba merited and re- 
ceived the highest praise and appreciation it would be 
impossible to leave out Weston, for example, whose duty 
at the landing place was done so well. The subject of 
promotions is undoubtedly open to criticism. It is the 
most difficult and thanklees task committed to the au- 
thorities, but it ise to be remembered that it is net a 
closed book, and in the reorganization of the Army it is 
probable that officers who have done their duty with ef- 
ficiency and faithfulness will find that their conduct has 
not been obscured !y situation, but has been known and 
will be rewarded. No doubt many men have been neg- 
lected so far who have exhibited merit that deserves 
recognition, and we should be glad to know that a care- 
ful canvass of the whole Army, both Regular and Volun- 
teer, was made for the purpose of selecting those who 
are best fitted for command in the new Army which 
we all expect to have.

The Spanish bark Marie Dolores, of Bilbao, Spain, 
which carried 500 tons of coal and was captured 
May 21, 1898, off San Juan, Porto Rico, by the U. S28. 
Minneapolis, commanded by Capt. T. F. Jewell, U. 8. 
N., and brought to Charleston, 8. C., by Bhsign J: L. 
Sticht, U. 8S. N., has been condemned and:sold with her 
cargo for $1,875. It will take congiderable time before 
final settlement, due to the large amount of important 
work in the U. 8S. Marshal’s office at Charleston, where 
many prize cases are being adjusted. The Marie Do- 
lores was 45 daye out from Aviles, Spain, at the time of 
her capture, and on account of etrong head winds, 19 
days were taken up in making the voyage from San 
Juan to Charleston. The prize crew commanded by Bn- 
sign Sticht consisted of one seaman, three ordinary sea- 
men and two privates of the U. 8. M. C., none of whom 
had ever served on any ship in the Navy up to two 
months previous to the time of capture. The crew of 
the bark, consisting of eleven Spaniarde, were brought 
up as prisoners and made to work in sailing the ship, 
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SIXTH INFANTRY AT SANTIAGO. 

As the report of Col. Harry C. Egbert, 22d Inf., of the 
work at Santiago of the 6th Infantry, which he com- 
manded as Lieutenant Colonel has already appeared in 
several papers, it is not necessary for us to give it in 
full. It ie dated at Santiago, Sept. 2, 1898, and is sup- 
plementary, to a previous report and the Colonel asks to 
have it substituted for the original. After giving an ac- 
count of preliminary movements, Col. Egbert says: 

General Hawkins said: ‘‘Somewhat beyond here you can get 
an enfilade fire on those works and Lieutenant Ord will show 
you where to go in."’ As this order was the keynote of the 
desperate fight waged by the 6th Infantry against the San 
Juan intrenchments, | give it as literally as I can remember. 
As 1 wished to keep the regiment from picking its way across 
the stream, here knee deep, I dismounted and walked 

through, followed closely by two battalions of the 6th, in 
columns of fours. 

On this Aguadores road, just beyond this stream, I found 
three Hotchkiss mountain rifles and the dynamite gun, 
pointed towards the San Juan Hill, dimly visibie through the 
undergrowth and about yards away. Lieutenant Ord 
explained to me how the General wanted me to fire on the 
hill, and turned me over to Major Lebo, who showed me 
where the left of his regiment rested, it being the left regi- 
ment of the cavalry division, in a millet field to the rigat 
of the road. 1 was to go in on the left of the cavalry, so 
advancing along the Aguadores road about 100 yards farther, 
which brought us about opposite the San Juan Hill. 1 moved 
the regiment by fours right into this millet field, the grain 
being up to the neck. This placed us between the Aguadores 
road aud the enemy. The Hotchkiss guns now opeved over 
our heads on the San Juan Hill, to which the Spaniards re- 
plied. This lasted about five minutes. 

Before entering the grain field I had been erroneously in- 
formed that a cavairy screen, or picket line, was in my front 
somewhere; therefore, returning to the regiment, I ordered 
out two companies, B and EK, from Captain Crowell’s first 
battalion, and two, G and H, from Major Miner's second bat- 
talion, as skirmishers, to reinforce the cavalry screen and 
stop the fire from the houses and vicinity. These companies 
encountered a heavy fire from the left flank and front. Lieu- 
tenant Robertson, an excellent young officer; Ist Sergeant 
Farrell and a number of men were wounded, as no cavalry 
could be found in our front. Two of the companies returned 
to the regimental lines, while the other two, B and H, re- 
mained in our front, 

Just then L perceived a battalion of the 16th Infantry ap- 
proaching in line from the uirection of the ford through the 
high grain. Seeing that all of my force would be needed for 
the work in hand, I at once advanced the 6th Regiment to 
the front in line of battle, which was effected in nandsome 
style, notwithstanding the annoying flank firing from the 
leit. Traversing the grain field the regiment entered a heavy 
belt of large trees and undergrowth, in which we unexpect- 
edly came upon the San Juan River tlowing between high 
bauks across our front. The regiment halted on the bank, 
while 1, taking with me Company BH, Captain Kennon, com- 
manding, piunged into the stream waist deep, crossed and 
clambered up the farther bank and through the brush, at the 
outer edge of which I came to a road parallel to the river 
and a very stiff wire fence outside of the road, the San Juan 
Hill fortilications being in plain view about 400 yards dis- 
tance, while to our right and in prolongation of the road 
on which we stood was another hili surmounted by a large 
painted house. ‘This is the hill subsequently captured by 
the cavalry division and opposite to which their lines ex- 
tended, though they were not in sight from the road. 

Returning to the river bank 1 called to the regiment tv 
come over, which they did with impetuosity, omeers and 
men leaping down the steep bank and wading across and 
so up through the undergrowth, until 1 had assembled at the 
wire fence the 6th Regiment and one and a half companies 
of the 16th, commanded, if | remember rightly, by Captain 
Whitall, 16th Infantry. The remainder of that regiment, 
which had been sent by General Hawkins to support the 6th, 
passed unknowingly, because of the thicket, by the point 
where we had crossed, and continuing down the river beyond 
our  y flank, crossed considerably below, as I afterward 
learned, 

This was the first opportunity offered to efficiently carry 
out Gen. Hawkins’s order and to enfilade the San Juan Hill, 
upon which my regiment and the detachment of the 16th 
now opened a hot tire, to which the trenches responded, and 
this continued for an hour. It will be observed that except 
for Capt. Whitall’s detachment of the 16th, the 6th was now 
entirely alone in its attack on the San Juan Hill. 

Here the 6th remained contending with the hill for about 
an hour, but as we were partially hidden by the hedge and 
protected by a road trench, our casualties were not heavy; 
at the same time, | was not satisfied with our position on the 
road, which, being oblique to the hill, gave only an oblique 
and comparatively not an effective fire. therefore concluded 
to advance the regiment into the field of high grass and 
weeds lying between our present position and the San Jpan 
blockhouse. As we had uo materials for cutting the stiff 
wire fence, I availed myself of the services of a Cuban negro 
soldier, who had found his way alone into this place, and 
who, with his machete, cut quite a number of openings. 
This brave fellow, in the subsequent capture of the hill, 
went forward, firing, with the 6th, and was killed near the 
summit. I now advanced my regiment through these open- 
ings into the field in front, some fifty paces, and formed line 
directly facing the hill at about 350 yards distance, when 
we opened a steady and concentrated fire upon the fortifi- 
eations, some of the companies tiring by file and others by 
volley. 

This sustained fire from a force partially hidden by the 
grass, seemed at first to stun the enemy; their fire slackened 
and | began to entertain high hopes. But the Spaniard is 
a foe to be respected behind breastworks. Suddenly the 
blockhouse and trenches burst out with cannon and mus- 
ketry, and the whole fire of the hill was developed on my 
regiment at short range. Here was to be seen the value 
of discipline. Our line was torn with shot and shell, men 
were failing everywhere. Captain Walker commanding the 
right center company, and his Lieutenant, Gross; Captain 
Torrey, commanding the left center company, and his Lieu- 
tenant, Purdy; Lieutenant Turman, of Company F, and one- 
quarter of my men were down in ten minutes from the time 
the heavy fire of the Spaniards commenced. Yet no one 
flinched, and all kept steadily firing, without any thought of 
stopping until the order should come. This it now became 
my reluctant duty to give. I saw that the force on the hill, 
in its intrenched position, was entirely too strong for mine, 

and that if we remained another ten minutes the regiment 
would be destroyed. I therefore, with my adjutant, Lieut. 
Bennett, walked along the line and cautioned company com- 
manders to move by the flank = but rapidly to the road 
again, which was done in excellent order, carrying our dead 
and wounded along with us. As soon as we had bestowed 
these in safety under the overhanging bank of the river, we 
resumed the fire from the road, and here it was that the 
brave and efficient aide of General Hawkins, Lieutenant 
Dennis Michie, 17th Infantry, was killed in my line. 

We were now unexpectedly reinforced. Lieutenant Parker, 
made aware by the heavy fire from the hill that a conflict 
was going on in front, opened fire with his Gatlings most 
effectively on the intrenchments, while from far down on 
my left I heard cheering and shouts and saw coming up the 
slope toward us a multitude of skirmishers. As they drew 
nearer we distinguished the tall figure of General Hawkins 
with his aide, Lieutenant Ord, of the 6th Infantry, charging 
at the head of the skirmishers and waving their hats. 
When the charge came up nearly abreast of where the 6th 
stood in the road, 1 ordered the companies out through the 
gaps in the wire fence to ae in it, and they complied with 
the same alacrity and enthusiasm as they had displayed in 
entering the bloody field. The Gatlings redoubled their fierce 
grinding of bullets on the Spaniards, despite which there 
still came a savage fire from the blockhouse and trenches. 
Here the gallant Captain Wetherill, of the 6th Infantry, fell, 
shot through the forehead at the head of his company, and 
I received a Mauser bullet through the left lung which dis- 
abled me. But the blood of the troops was now up, and no 
loss of officers or men could stop them. They charged up 
the incline until, coming to a steep rise near the top, they 
were brought to a stand by a fierce hail of bullets from our 
own Gatlings against the summit. As soon as this could be 
stopped by a signal, the mingled troops of the 6th 16th, 13th 
an th swept up and over the hill, and it was won, Captain 
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Charlies Byrne's Company 'F and Ca tain Fenamn's Compan.

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FACTS VDPRSUS SYSTEM—A. PHYSICIAN’S 
VIEW. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

There is a prevalent disposition both on the part 
of those in the service and on the part of certain of the 
newspapers, to either ignore or resent the universal criti- 
cism of the methods pursued by the administrative de- 
partments of the Army during the present emergency. 
This disposition is perfectly natural, and, within bounds, 
is laudable, since it represents the essentially military 
attributes of subordination, reverence for discipline, and 
esprit de corps. 

But it may be carried too far. Already there are 
murmurings and mutterings, not loud, but yet heard ev- 
erywhere, hinting that in these attempts to belittle the 
critics and nullify the criticism we are well advanced on 
the same fatal course that the French have pureued iu 
the Dreyfus case. This will not do. Even if we can 
afford to ignore the criticism, we cannot ignore the facts 
upon which the criticism is based. It is not for the honor 
of the Army nor for the good of the service to try to 
conceal the facts or to close our eyes tu what is becom- 
ing patent to everybody else. The maxim not to wash 
dirty linen in public holds up to a certain point, but 
when by being kept in seclusion our linen becomes ab- 
solutely mouldy and rotten, the sooner we get it out into 
the sunlight the better. 

lt is only by giving the greatest publicity to unpleas- 
ant facte that the system which is responsible for the 
facts can be remedied. 

What, then, are the facts? 

1. It is a fact that one of the Regular regiments at 
Santiago went into battle and lost a number in killed 
and wounded, and yet for some days before, and for a 
week or more after the battle was unprovided with a 
Surgeon or with any adequate medical equipment or 
supplies. P 

2. It is a fact that the same dearth of medical sup- 
plies and of adequate medical attendance was found 
everywhere in the invading Army. This, when supplies, 
both public and private, were to be had in the greatest 
abundance, and there were plenty of surgeons eager to 
offer their services. This, too, when the administrative 
departments had had two full months—nay, really three 
months—in which to prepare for this — emergency. 
Time was not lacking; means were not lacking; men 
were not lacking; but what was lacking was a wieldy 
and effective system that could bring all three into play. 

3. It ie a fact, and one that constitutes a lasting dis- 
grace to our system of administering affairs, that trans- 
port after transport, crowded with sick and wounded 
soldiers, left for home, without supplies, without nurses, 
without good water, without the commonest sort of 
appliances for medical and surgical treatment. That this 
should happen once is a disgrace; that it should have 
happened repeatedly is criminal. 

a It is a fact that at least one of these transports, 
even when putting in at Hampton Roads, could not pro- 
eure milk and similar supplies imperatively needed for 
the sick, and that, owing to conflicting instructions or to 
red-tapeism, it underwent a causeless delay of 48 hours 
on its way, before the sick could be lodged in hospital. 

5. It is a fact that when opportunity was afforded to 
place the fever patients in city hospitals, where their 
surroundings would be most favorable, and their treat- 
ment of the best, and where all danger of receiving or 
propagating infectien would be done away with, this of- 
fer was elighted, and, contrary to the best advice, the 
patients were put into camps, where, as subsequent ex- 
yorience showed, only very inadequate preparations had 
oon made for their yon ee Such preparations as had 
been made were not suffi 
their comfort. : ; 

What shall be thought of a system which, with plenty 
of time given for preparation, yet fails to prepare and 
have perfectly equipped and ready, with proper water 
supply and drainage, some place of reception for the sick 
and wounded returning from the war? The time was 
ample and means abundant, and yet owing to the cramp- 
ing effect of an obsolete and vicious system, neither the 
time nor means were taken advantage of, and hundreds 
upon hundreds of sick people were poured into a camp 
long before it was‘ready for them. And owing to the 
same vicious system, the changes Me required for 
the health of the camp have been inexplicably slow in 
making—so slow that even at the present time they are 
incoviplete. 

6. It is a fact, disgraceful as it appears, that for med- 
ical supplies and for comforts that were absolutely need- 
ed by the sick, our soldier patients have been largely 
dependent upon private enterprise and even upon foreign 
charity. In a rich and great country this is shameful 
indeed. 

7. It is a fact that many of our men have died and are 
dying now of typhoid fever, contracted in our camps 
both in Cuba and in this country. ‘This in the eyes of a 
medical man ie little less than a crime. With our pres- 
ent knowledge of hygiene, typhoid fever is a strictly pre- 
ventable disease, and there is no more reason for its 
breaking out in a properly selected and properly man- 
aged camp than in a battleship. ’ 

Froper care for the water supply and the drainage 
could have prevented any outbreaks of typhoid fever, 
and that such care was not exercised in this country at 
least, where we could pick out camp sites. at will and 
where we had plenty of time to get them ready, will be 
a lasting reproach to us. : 

It has been officially stated that the bad condition of 
certain camps was due to the bad habits and unsanitary 
living of the Volunteers themselves; that, in fact, they 
were the victims of their own recklessness. But to a 
medical man this explanation does not explain. Typhoid 
fever is not, as these critics seem to think, caused by in- 
dividual indiscretions. It is a matter of environment, 
not of conduct. It is caused by a contaminated water 
eupply, by improper disposition of excreta and sewage, 
and by other circumstances inherent to the surroundings 
of the camp and wholly within the control of the officers 
in charge. é : 

To say that the men got typhoid fever because of their 
own indiscretion, is to evade the issue. The conditions 
should have been such that they could not have got it in 
any case. Whether this was so or not depended upon 
those in charge of them and not upon themselves. 

Either the camp regulations were improperly framed 
or ineufficiently enforced, so that typhoid fever devel- 
oped; or the discipline was 6o lax that the regulations 
were nullified. In either case, the authorities, and not 
the soldier, were to blame. 

It is a fact, sad and monstrous as it may seem, 
that even now and at one of the best of our camps, 
the conditions are such as to invite the development and 
further spread of typhoid fever. . 

Taking the single instance of Camp Wikoff, let us see 
what are the facts by finding what answer can be made 
to questions such as a physician would naturally put 
when inquiring about the sanitary state of such a place. 

Were the men placed on high, well-drained ground? It

It was said to be surrounded 
thickly by tents, and to be pee on low ground where 
surface drainage could find its way into it, while within 
a rod of it was a pond used for washing by men and 


horses. 

Was the water supply adequate in quantity? It has 
failed more than once, and for three hours at a _ time 
there was no water at all to be had in the hospital. What 
this meant to a fever patient in the dreadful heat of the 
beginning of September, can be imagined, better than 


told. 

Were the typhoid excreta immediately disinfected and 
removed, and then carefully disposed of? A physician 
who visited the camp just about the time of President 
McKinley’s inspection, found the excreta otenting na- 
disinfected in open receptacles, close to the patients’ 's. 
No eurer way of propagating infection could have been 


devised. 

Did the sick men in the camps receive food suited to 
their condition, and adequate medical treatment? By 
the testimony of many cool and unbiased wit the 
did not. ot because the srugeons did not wor 
nobly and indefatigably, but because the facilities were 
lacking, and because tape and officialism prevented. 

Was thorough inspection made of the camp, and _reck- 
oning kept of ite members? Presumably, and yet it cer- 
tainly happened that one man died in his tent, and his 
pars fh after lying for two days there, was only discov- 
ered by chance, still in the tent, when his brother, after 
vainly sending for word of him, came in person to the 
camp to seek him out. If this could happen, it is fairly 
supposable that many sanitary irregularities, important 
for the health of the whole community, might have been 
constantly present and yet escape o vation. 

9. Most monstrous of all, it is a fact that patients in 
the second or third week of typhoid fever have been al- 
lowed to wander about the camps, mingling freely with 
the other men; without diagnosis of their case; without 
adequate medical treatment; receiving the same diet as 
the others, when such diet is poison to the barge pa- 
tient; and using the same latrines, when such a course 
was almost inevitably calculated to spread the disease, 
and cause a general epidemic. Such: men have then, 
still without diagnosis of, their case, been shipped off on 
furlough, not as sick men, but as well; with no provision 
made for treatment or proper food upon the way, spread- 
ing infection wherever they went, until in a day or two 
they have brought up in a hospital, with high fever, well 
marked eruption, and other evidences, showing that the 
disease had been obvious for a number of days. 

In two New York hospitals alone there were some days 
ago seventeen such cases from Camp Wikoff and Camp 
Thomas. How many others, Army men on furlough, 
are scattered through the country, no one can tell. 

It is to be remembered that each undiagnosed and 
untreated case of the sort, whether in camp or out of it, 
is a focus of disease, which may be the starting point of 
a hundred cases like it. 

Such a disastrous state of things argues, not that our 
surgeons are incompetent or unwilling, for the very re- 
verse is true. It proves simply that they are too few 
and too heavily handicapped by circumstances to cope 
with the difficulties of the case. An inelastic and obso- 
lete system, which tries to make the conditions of peace 
answer for those of war, compels a handful of men, ill- 
provided with nurses, facilities, or supplies, to handle 
all at once thousands of troops, many of whom were ill 
to start with. 

10. It is a fact that in the transportation of the men 
home from Camp Wikoff, delays the most inexplicable 
and of serious import to those concerned, have occurred. 
Men, scarcely able to walk, were marched to the sta- 
tion, kept waiting in the burning heat for hours, and 
then marched back to the camp, all because of some mis- 
understanding about transportation or because of bung- 
ling of the orders. After repeated experiences of this 
sort, they were finally pack in comfortless cars, and 
with numberless delays and side-trackings carried the 
distance of 116 miles, occupying twice the time in transit 
that they should have taken. And when the men, worn 
out and unpaid, reached Long Island City, they found no 
provision made for enabling them to reach the Quarter- 
master’s office, where their further transportation was 
to be arranged for, nor for feeding them until they 
should reach it. It was left for private charity to help 
these men on their way and give them the rest and food 
that they needed. 

Such are the facts. What are the consequences? Com- 
panies and regiments, not simply decimated, but reduced 
to a quarter of their effective strength by disease and 
privation. In face of the facts it is idle to attribute 
these results to the “necessities of war,” or to talk of 
unseasoned Volunteers, etc. For, on the one hand, Reg- 





ulars and Volunteers alike have suffered and have died 


when exposed to the conditions here detailed; and, on 
the other hand, Volunteers, like the Naval Reserves and 
Troop A, of New York, who were exposed to a tropical 
heat and to the ordinary hardships of a campaign, but 
were spared the needless horrors of our home camps, 
have returned hale and sound. 

This array of facts, which are but a few of the many 
that might be adduced, surely proves that the system 
which is responsible for them, is bungling, inefficient and 
inadequate. No amount of tinkering with this camp 
and that, no punishment meted out to this or the other 
man in charge, can do any good, as long as the system 
remains; and if we are to prevent such melancholy re- 
sults in the future, the system must be reformed root 
and branch. This cannot save the lives that should 
never have been sacrificed, nor restore the health of 
those who should never have been allowed to fall ill; but 
it may prevent such needless calamities in the future. 
Such a consummation would be almost worth the suf- 
fering, almost compensate for the disgrace. Hence, do 
not let us try to palliate, nor cover up, nor seek excuses 
for the national shame, but lay it open to the very bot- 
tom, so that we can put our finger on the very root of the 
evil spot, and thus learn how to eradicate it altogether 
and for all time. 

Away with our cumbrous methods of procedure with 
which nothing can go forward except along the iron- 
bound road of routine; away with methods by which one 
department or office is constantly coming into collision 
with another; away with a system which is forty years 
benind the times and which produces such scandals as 
these. Reform them, not indifferently, but altogether, 
and substitute for them a system that shall be actually 
business-like and efficient,

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OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE 13TH INFANTRY. 


Fort San Juan, Near Santiago, Cuba, July 6, 1898 
The Adjutant General, 3d Brigade, 1st Division, Sth Arp 
Corps. 

Sir: I have the honor to make the following report 
the operations and movements of the 13th Inf. from Jy 
1 to 5, 1898: 

The regiment under command of Lieut. Col. Worth, wi 
Maj. Ellis commanding first battalion, and myself commay 
ing second battalion, was on the morning of the ist ey, 
camped near the road from athoney to Santiago, about fo 
miles from the latter place. Broke camp about 7:30 q , 
and marched on the road leading to Santiago. This ro, 
runs through a wood with very dense underbrush, so thy 
it was impossible to send troops in extended order 9, 
cither side, some troops being in front of the regiment 
tarded our movements so that but slow progress was made 
and by 11 a. m,. we had gone but about 2% miles. Duriy 
this time some artillery on our left began firing and 
Spanish guns replied, wounding several men of the 
ment. e regiment with my battalion In advance yw, 
moved to the left on a road on which was the 7ist Ne 
York Volunteers laying in line. 

After passing to left of their line the road turns due wes 
crosses a stream of water about two feet deep and the 
turns north. 4 battalion, by order of the Brigade Coy 
mander, Col. Wikoff, was marched over this road for a ¢ 
tance of about 200 yards, then turned about and mare) 
back to and south of the ford, behind a wire fence 
ning parallel with the front of a Spanish fortification, on 
steep elevation, about 800 yards to our right. My battalio 
was then moved by the right flank through the wire fene 
and formed line to attack the fortified height. During aj 
this time the regiment was under artillery fire, and as soo 
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as A battalion crossed the fence the enemy opened upo@ater ins} 


us with a severe and effective infantry fire. In the meap 
time the first battalion of the regiment was crossing 
stream and began to cross the wire fence to form on th 
right of my battalion, and some companies of the 24th Inf 
yussed by our rear and began forming on our left. (9 

Vikoff then ordered my battalion forward and it advan 
ubout 50 yards and began firing. 

The fire of the enemy, while the first battalion was get 
ting into line, killed the Brigade Commander, Col. Wikof 
22d Inf., adjutant first battalion and a number of men 
and wounded Col. Worth, Maj. Ellis, Capts. Guthrie an 
Fornance and Lieut. Scott and many men. My battalic 
was then moved forward about 100 yards to a shelf of lay 
in the open field, where they were somewhat protected 
and where it was soon joined by the first battalion. Bein 
the senior officer present, 1 assumed command of the regi 
ment. A part of the 24th Inf. formed on our left und 
Lieut. Col. Liscum. The line remained in this position fo 
about 20 minutes. Then I observed some troops some di 
tance to our right, which I afterwards learned were the 6i 
and 16th Inf., advancing against the enemy’s works, a» 
a portion of my own regiment began to move forward. 
then ordered the line to advance, which it did in a ve 

allant manner, closely gollowed on our left by the 24th 
nf., under Lieut. Col. Liscum, who was conspicuous in bi 


efforts to adv«nce his line and by his fearless exposure of 


himself while encouraging his men, but he was 800 
wounded and then his line did not advance as rapidly a 
the 13th. The assault was continued without halt, thougi 
the line was much broken up. The height, which ascen 
at an angle of at least 50 degrees, was climbed, the wi 
entanglements torn down, and the men rushed over thd 
brow of the hill, where they captured two Spanish prison 
ers and a Spanish ae. The latter was hanging from th 
Llockhouse and was first secured by Pvt. Agnew, Co. H 
13th Inf. Before my line reached the foot of the hill om 
which were the enemy’s works, I observed that the lin 
advancing from the east had climbed half way up the hil 
on halted there. I suppose to avoid the fire of our bat 
eries, 

A squad of Co. H, 13th Inf., under 2d Lieut. T. M. An 
derson, 13th Inf., were the first men to reach the top. Al 
of these state that there were no men of any other regi 
ment there when they arrived, but when I reached the to 
which was less than a minute after, the men of the 6th 
16th and 24th were swarming over. After taking a vie 
from the front of the situation, I walked back of the block 
house toward the south side, and there saw Gen. Haw 
kins coming up by the intrenchments. I then gave com 
mand, “Form your companies” several times and the Gen 
eral repeated the command. Having gathered together 4 
the men of my regiment on the hill, I marched them to th 
left under cover and awaited orders. The Spanish work 
were captured about 12:30 , m. At about 1:15 I received 
an order from Lieut. Col. Ewers, then the senior officer 0 
the brigade present, to march the regiment by the left t 
a position that would be pointed out to me. We moved 
along the ridge and had party crossed the bog to the lef 
of the position now occupied by the 6th Regt., when 
staff officer rode up and said Gen. Hawkins directs you t 
march your regiment to the right of the blockhouse ané 
support the Rough Riders. I replied that I was directe 
by my brigade commander to march to the left. The office 
replied, “Gen. Hawkins gave this order in the presen 
of Gen, Kent, and therefore it is all right.” I then marche 
the regiment to the right around the captured blockhous 
and connected on the right of the ist Volunteer Cava! 
(Rough Riders), who were firing in the direction of tb 
town. The regiment was under fire all night and we 
dl ging intrenchments along our line. 

ere one man was killed and two wounded. During th 
night I secured some provisions and coffee for my exhausted 
men. About 11 a. m. on the 2d the regiment was relieve 
ty the 12th Inf. of Gen. Chaffee’s brigade, and I was or 
dered to rejoin my brigade. which I found in its presed 
position on the left of the blockhouse. The iment re 
mained in reserve until the 5th, when it relieved the 24tl 
Inf., in the trenches to the right and left of the blockhouse 
_,.he casualties in the regiment during this time were 
Iwo officers killed and five wounded; 16 enlisted men kill 
and 85 wounded. A detailed list is herewith submitted. 

The conduct of the regiment during the battle of the 1s 
was noble and gallant. The officers were cool and con 
spicuous in their efforts to get the men in line while unde 
a destructive fire and the men vied with each other in con 
spicuous acts of bravery. The detailed reports of the co 
pany commanders have not yet been received, They wi!

back again at the end of his term to is original status. 
In brief, the Navy Bureau system is democratic; the 
Army Department system is, on the contrary, rather an 
aristocracy. What is true of the bureau chiefs is in 
large measure true of their subordinates. 

The bureau system of the Navy really reduces itself 
to a general staff, whereof the members are constantly 
changing as they come from or return to active service 
with the force. None the less there is a certain inertia 
in the bureaus which probably is due to the extreme 
conservatism which not only pervades our own Navy, 
but which is characteristic of all navies. 

Yet, as a rule, if any bureau officers are more progres- 
sive than others, they are the bureau chiefs. The worst 
intolerance, oddly enough, is found among the junior 
officers, who occasionally do seem wedded to old ways 
and old things to a degree altogether disproportionate 
to either their years or experience. But it is not quite 
fair to judge either the Navy bureaus or their chiefs by 
the vagaries of these youngsters. They all learn better 
in due time. One other thing about our naval manage- 
ment is worth remembering, and that is, the United 
States Navy is always prepared. Every fighting ship 
in commission is, and always has been, ready to go into 
immediate action. The stores and supplies for any sud- 
den emergency are always available, and the sources for 
men are determined upon. We have never had a vessel 
of war in active service, even in the dismal era of Robe- 
son decadence, which was not ready to do the very best 
of which she was capable—mighty small as that was in 
some cases—at any moment, 

The captain of the Austrian battleship which came up 
after the victory at Santiago (and for a time was mis- 
taken for a Spaniard), expressed his astonishment at 
the Brooklyn bearing down on him with her guns trained 
and her crew at quarters, in the query: _ . : 

“Do you generally attack battleships with cruisers in 
your Navy?’ 

“If we have nothing better at hand, certainly,” was 
the reply. 

Whereat the Austrian captain greatly marveled, and 
waxed still more amazed when he saw what the little 
Gloucester had been doing to two of the most powerful 
torpedo-catchers in the world. But probabiy he did net 
know that either the old Richmond or the Pensacola, or 
the Lancaster, had her turn come (back in the eighties), 
would surely have given a very good account of herself; 
because if this Navy of ours has any controlling char- 
acteristic, it is always to do whatever comes to its hand, 
and with all its might, with the best tools it has, no mat- 
ter what they may be. 





FROM MANILA. 


An officer on the staff of General F. V. Greene, U. 
S. V., writing from Manila, Aug. 9, says: 

The weather has been very bad for the last few days; 
it has rained constantly, the ground is full of mois- 
ture, and everything is damp, wet and nasty; the hu- 
midity is very great all the time. We are very com- 
fortably situated, having a house about twenty feet 
square, which is raised from the ground about two feet. 
The house is divided into two rooms. General Greene 
has one room and we have half the other, the owner, 
who is very obliging, and his family retaining the other 
half. There are no mosquitoes here and not many bugs, 
and we have seen no snakes as yet. The mosquitoes at 
Cavite are reported to be very bad, but I have not been 
there as yet, siuce my work takes all my time, and lL 
have hardly been out of camp. The Boston and Callao 
are anchored off the beach, and protect and cover our 
camp. The Callao is one of the captured gunboats, a 
very good little boat, with a crew of 25 men. She has 
some Nordenfeldts 5 ey uns) and some rapid firing 
guns put on by our Navy. he is very useful, and is 
the boat the Admirals and Generals use when they want 
to sail up along the shore to see the Spanish lines. The 
method of water transportation is primitive and very 
funny; the barges are called cascos and are something 
like a flat-bottomed canal boat with upturned ends. At 
each end is a covered place, where from one to three 
families live. The Ist Colorado Regiment came ashore 
in four cascos. It was very funny to see the men in 
brown canvas uniforms perched all over the cascos, 
about a hundred or more on each. 

The camp is about four miles by water from Cavite 
Point and about the same distance from Maniia. We 
are about one to one and a quarter miles from the Span- 
ish lines, and the insurgents are just this side of the 
Spanish. ‘The insurgents do not make very good sol- 
diers. They have no commissariat. _They  ap- 
pear to go up to the trenches, take some 
food with them, stay awhile, or until the food is gone, 
and then go home for some more, stay home a day or sv 
and then return. The roads are very bad in the coun- 
try in front and are very hard to move troops over, be- 
ing much broken up. he men are fairly comfortable, 
and are in shelter tents raised up from the ground from 
18 to 36 inches. ey make a of bamboo and pitch 
the tent on top of it. The health of the men is excellent 
and their morale is very high. 

On Sunday night, Aug. 7, we had a pretty lively time 
for a while. Our trenches were occupied by the 10th 
Pennsylvania and Battery H, 3d Artillery, Batteries A 
and B, Utah Artillery. At 11:35 the Spaniards opened 
a heavy fire on us with artillery and infantry, and tried 
to turn our right flank. We replied, and the firing was 
very heavy. he men fought splendidly and bravely 
and did not yield an inch. In a little while a call for re- 
inforcements and ammunition came in. It was raining 
terribly and as black as your hat. When the call was 
sounded the ist Colorado and Nebraska Regiments 
rushed out and broke into cheers with the prospect of 
going to the front, although the firing wae tremendous. 

e 1st California were sent out for reinforcements, a6 
a second line, and the let Colorado a third line. Battery 
K, 3d Artillery, acting as infantry, were also sent out. 
The attack was repulsed and in about two hours: mat- 
ters quieted down. It was quite an exciting night. Our 
loes was about 10 killed and 40 wounded. 

It is a very bad country to move troops in, it being 
much broken up with rice fields, swamps and dense 
bamboo thickets. It has but little open land. Our 
camp is the only place anywhere around where any body 
of men could be encam It is impossible to move ar- 
tillery except by hand. The guns were taken up to the 
intrenchmente by hand, sixty men to each gun, and, 
when in the middle of the fight they wanted more am- 
munition, the limbers were manned by 30 men each and 
dragged up. Infantry ammunition was sent.up in small 
carts drawn by ponies, two boxes to a cart. ere are 
no wagons here, and the means of transportation are 
very limited. I suppose in the fight the Spanish shot 
away 100 to 125 rounds of ammunition per man and 
they seemed to have an unlimited supply. We used 
about 40,000 rounds. 

Our mess for the field is good; of course we have to do 
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FROM THE ISLANDS. 


The evacuation of Cuba is certainly not proceeding 
with any energy and no considerable body of Spanish 
troops has left the island, though the number there is 
greatly in excess of any requirements in time of peace. 
No doubt the difficulties are great, the condition of Span- 
ish finances being not the least of them, for besides the 
cost of transportation, there will be large arrearages of 
pay to be settled. We do not accord any value to the 
stories of conflict between the views of the two evacua- 
tion commissions, both of which seem to be conducting 
this delicate business with discretion. It is said the 
Spaniards want to postpone the effective evacuation 
until February, while the Americans propose an earlier 
date. Vessels going to Spain take off a few troops, but 
it seems likely that the larger movement will not begin 
until we are ready to move our men into the island, ex- 
cept in the case of the outlying garrisons. In addition 
to Bahia Honda and Jucaro, given up last week, the port 
of Manzanillo will be evacuated by October 7. 

The whole country was gratified by the news that 
Naval Constructor Hobson had succeeded in saving the 
Maria Teresa, which has been floated and taken to 
Guantanamo, The Newark, Vulcan, Scorpion, Alvarado 
and Potomac were present, and the flagship signalled 
to salute the American flag which had been rai to the 
main truck of the recovered cruiser. The Infanta Maria 
Teresa is 340 feet long on the water line, 65 feet in 
beam and 21 feet 6 inches in draught. She is classed as 
a modern cruiser, with armored central battery, and has 
12 inches in her armor belt, 10% inches in the gun posi- 
tion and 3 inches in the protected deck. She has an ex- 
treme speed of 204% knots, coal capacity of 1,200 tons 
and a large steaming radius. The armament consists of 
two 11-inch Hontoria guns, ten 5.5-inch rapid-fire guns, 
five in each broadside, eight 2.2-inch rapid-fire, eight 1.4- 
inch and two Maxims. She has two turrets and ram bow. 
The Maria Teresa will be repaired by the Vulean at 
Guantanamo before coming North. r. Hobson will 
now turn his attention to the Mercedes, and he still has 
hopes of saving the Colon. 

he American Commissioners in Cuba, in view of the 
fact that there is no consular officer at Havana and 
there is a great number of American citizens in the 
island who reguire aid, are reported to have asked the 
Washington Government for a special credit to attend 
to urgent requirements, » 

The City of Santiago is cleaner and healthier now than 
ever before in its history. No cases of yellow fever are 
recorded. Upon instructions from Washington, schools 
will be opened on the first Monday in October. General 
Wood receives many letters from persons who want to 
investigate the Santiago country with a view to invest- 
ment, and advises the writers to postpone their visits un- 
til December. 

Maj. Gen, J. H. Wilson is reported by Washington dis- 
patches to have brought from l’orto Rico and submitted 
to the President a petition signed by large numbers of 
the people of Porto Rico praying for speedy annexation 
to the United States. He also brought a report prepared 
by Major Gardiner, of Gen. Wilson's staff, dealing with 
the political conditions, natural resources, religious, edu- 
cational and other civic institutions at present existing, 
and other matters of importance. 

The President has appointed Rev. Dr. H. K. Carroll, 
of North Plainfield, N. J., editor of the Bam 
of New York, a commissioner to visit the princ parts 
of Porto Rico and inquire into the customs and necessi- 
ties relating to currency, education, criminal laws, patent 
laws and others. Charles }. Buell, also of North Plain- 
field, has been appointed secretary, and Alfred Solomon, 
of New York, a native of orto Rico, interpreter. Dr. 
Carroll will prepare a report on the civil administration 
of the island. He sails October 3. 

As soon as the Spanish barracks in Porto Rico have 
been evacuated they will be fumigated and cleaned and 
occupied by our troops. ‘this change is expected to im- 
prove the health of the soldiers, who have found camp 
life in tents rather severe in a country of torrential 
rains. 

An official cable dispatch to the Navy Department from 
San Juan, Porto Rico, says that while the casket con- 
taining the remains of Naval Cadet William H. Board- 
man was being taken from the shore in a small boat t¢ 
the provision ship Supply for transportation to the Unit- 
ed States the boat was capsized and the casket went to 
the bottom. Cadet Boardman was killed by the dis- 
charge of his revolver, which dropped from his pocket 
just as he entered the lighthouse at Cape San Juan. His 
mother lives at wrence, Mass. He entered the Naval 
Academy in 1896 and stood sixth in his class. 

There is some evidence that the Philippine insurgents 
are receiving continued shipments of arms, the fact be- 
ing ackuowledged by Philippo Agence, an agent of 
Aguinaldo, who has arriv in this country. e says 
they are not obtained from the Germans, but the 
have published a lurid account of a German plot to arm 
the insurgents and encourage them to resist the Ameri- 
cans. This fine scheme makes the insurgent leader the 
catspaw of the Germans, and within the next 
months every German vessel that touches at the Philip- 
pines will carry German arms and German o' 

sarge figures are used, and it is expected to arm 1 
Filipinos and organize and drill 10,000 artillerymen. We 
may rest in peace, even with this frightful prospect be- 
fore us, for the landing of German officers is not likely 
to take place without Admiral Dewey's knowledge. 

It seems to be the fashion among reporters of all 
classes to represent the American troops as_perishing 
with sickness wherever they are to be found, and we 
fear the fashion will not prove to be as fleeting as it is 
reprehensible. The last example of this unworthy fag 
came from Manila, where the health of the Americans 
was said to be very bad. There were 1, in hospital, 
including a considerable number of cases of fever and 
dysentery. A change in the rations had been authorized, 
substituting four ounces of rice for the ration of beef, 
and this apparently was about all that saved the com- 
mand. This precious story has been denied flatly by 
General Otis, who cabled September 26: “Understand 
reporters send exaggerated accounts of sickness. Total 
in hospital to-day, hest of any day, 529, typhoid fever 
patients, 95; all doing well and mostly convalescent; 
about 1,200 excused from duty, mostly slight ailments, 
showing condition fair for this latitude. Nineteen deaths 
from disease this month, in August.”
